A parent recently addressed a letter to 
the Moody Bible Institute inquiring about 
its teaching on certain doctrines, as two 

of his sons were desirous of 
Concerning entering as students. Among 
the Holy his questions were these: 
Spirit “Do you teach the baptism 

of the Holy Spirit as a sec- 
nd blessing of grace?” 

“What is your view of sanctification?” 

The reply of the Institute has come into 
cur hands and we publish it herewith, as 
suited to an issue particularly emphasizing 
the teaching of Whitsunday. The Insti- 
tute answered: 


“The baptism of the Holy Spirit, as 
we understand the Scriptures, is that 
which unites the believer to the body of 
Christ ; hence it is the possession of every 
true believer. But this is not to say 
that after one has thus been united to 


Christ he may not be filled by the Holy | 


Spirit again and again. This we believe 
to be true. ’ ; 
“Sanctification as taught in the Bible 
is an instantaneous act by which the 
Spirit of God sets apart a believer unto 
Himself; but it is also a_ progressive 
experience, as through the indwelling and 
filling of the Holy Spirit the believer 
grows in grace and in the knowledge of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.” 


We commend these answers to our read- 
ers, and suggest that pastors may find in 
them a helpful suggestion for a sermon 
when Whitsunday arrives. It is for the 
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same reason that we publish this month 
the practical message of Rev. Mr. Clarke 
on “The Secret of Power for Life and 
Service,” and the searching analysis found 
in Mr. Clouser’s paper entitled, “The High- 
est Life—What and How.” The reprint 
from the Brooklyn Eagle on the “Relation 
of the Spirit of God to the Word of 
God” is also appropriate. 

Whitsunday comes on the first Sunday 
in June this year, but had we postponed 
these suggestions for another month they 
would not have reached some of our read- 
ers until too late to be incorporated into 
their pulpit preparation for that day.

The Watchman-Examiner says truly that 
figures representing university endow- 
ments these days cause the head to swim. 

Two universities are out for $20,- 
Wanted 000,000 apiece, another $45,000,- 
One 000, a third $50,000,000, a fourth 
Million $93,000,000, but James B. Duke’s 
Dollars gift to Duke University reaches 

the staggering sum of $80,000,- 
000! 

And what is the outcome of all this ex- 
penditure for the world’s education? Is 
the world any the better for it? Is man- 
kind any the less selfish, less covetous, less 
boastful, less false, less incontinent than 
formerly? Do children love and obey 
their parents better for this education? 
Do husbands and wives live together more 
happily than they used to do? Are the 
people of the world turning away from the 
love of its pleasures to the love of God? 
Are wars and warlike preparations dimin- 
ishing among the nations? 

There can be only one answer to these 
questions and it is not a cheering one. 
What the world needs is an education in 
the knowledge and the ways of God, and 
the universities do not provide that. The 
trend in the universities is the other way. 
The hope of the world is in the Bible and 
in institutions that teach our youth the 
contents of the Bible. And the cost of 
these institutions is trifling in comparison 
with the universities, yet how few Chris- 
tians of large means are giving any ser- 
ious thought to their responsibility for 
maintaining them! The Moody Bible In- 
stitute, in a way, the mother of them 
all, will soon require at least a million 
dollars to meet its needs when the widen- 
ing of LaSalle Street gets.under way. 

This city improvement means the cutting 


off of fourteen feet from the front of the 
buildings of the Moody Bible Institute for 
one whole block and two large corners 
besides, making in all fourteen buildings. 
It means the replacing of all this accom- 
modation for its dormitories, its halls, its 
class rooms, and its offices, wherever it 
can find the space for them. It means 
the care of all its students and the carry- 
ing on of all its work during the long 
period when these great changes are in 
process. And then there are assessments 
to meet for these improvements. The city 
will allow betterments of course, but ex- 
perience teaches how far short these better- 
ments come in meeting such a situation. 

Who will give this million dollars to 
the Moody Bible Institute? What Chris- 
tian with that sum in his or her possession 
to dispose of is looking for a gilt-edged 
investment? We challenge the field to 
match this one!

The Word and Way (Baptist), Kan- 
sas City, Mo., is very outspoken in its 
opposition to the purposes and methods of 

the Federal Council of 
The New Churches regarding evangel- 
Evangelism ism. Dr. Charles L. Goodell, 

secretary of the Commission 
on Evangelism of the Council, says that the 
old form of evangelization as represented 
by tent and tabernacle meetings must give 
place to pastoral and personal evangel- 
ism. This does not sound so bad till we 
read in the Word and Way that during a 
three weeks campaign in a Pennsylvania 
city conducted by Dr. Goodell, “no invita- 
tions were given and no conversions re- 
corded.” It seems to be a principle with 
Dr. Goodell not to give an invitation un- 
less certain beforehand that some one will 
accept it. Certainly this is something new 
in evangelism, and with our contemporary 
we are “wary” of it, because “it has a 
flavor that is distinctly modernistic,” and 
would “make Christians by cultural pro- 
cesses.” 

As our contemporary further says, “Mass 
evangelism is as old as the Christian era.” 
It was that which won out on the day of 
Pentecost when 3000 souls were gathered 
into the net at one haul, and it has been 
that through which 95 out of every 100 
souls have been won to Christ in all the 
centuries. Moreover, it is proving its value 
today, just as it ever did. Scores of 
evangelists and evangelistic pastors in the 
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United States, Canada, and other lands 
are working on the old lines and getting the 
old results. “The preaching of the Cross, 
Christ lifted up before companies of men 
and women” is still opening the eyes and 
melting the hearts of sinners, and turning 
them “from darkness to light and from the 
power of Satan unto God.” 

Do not be misled, brethren, and do not 
be discouraged. Mass evangelism has some- 
times been accompanied by that which is 
objectionable and which has given it a 
setback, and sometimes it has been very 
superficial. But nevertheless, it is God’s 
way of reaching and saving the people, and 
His blessing rests on the evangelist whom 
He calls into this service and His power 
accompanies the message, and he 

“shall come rejoicing, bringing in 
the sheaves.”

Last July we copied an editorial from 
the Commercial Appeal (Memphis) en- 
titled, “Where Juries Fail,” which now 

leads us to raise the inquiry as to 
Why why they fail. That which moves 
Juries us to do so is the fact that Illinois 
Fail has recently given a concrete ex- 

ample of the awful consequences of 
such failure. Three men killed a ticket 
agent in an elevated railroad station in 
1923, and instead of being sent to the 
gallows they were sent to the penitentiary. 
Last year in their attempt to escape from 
the penitentiary the deputy warden was 
killed. They were tried for this offense 
and sentenced to be hanged in February. 
A stay of execution was granted, and within 
forty-eight hours thereafter they had again 
broken out of jail and were “driven into 
Chicago by a terrorized cab driver.” Police 
intercepted them and a policeman was 
killed. One of the murderers is still at 
large and of course, he is armed. Quoting 
the Chicago Tribune, from which we ob- 
tain these facts, “The book is not closed 
yet.” 
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Why do juries fail to do their duty? We 
think the Bible tells us in Lamentations 
5:16, 17, where we read: 

“The crown is fallen from our head. 

Woe unto us that we have sinned! 

For this our heart is faint; for these 

things our eyes are dim.” 

Juries cannot see their duty clear be- 
cause their eyes are dimmed by sin. And 
when they do see, their hearts are too 
faint, too utterly lacking in courage, to face 
the situation. They are sworn into office 
to protect the public from murders, and 
by their cowardice they multiply murders. 
They hold sacred the tenure of life in the 
criminal but give no thought to the tenure 
of life in the potential victims of the crim- 
inal. When juries thus affect to be more 
merciful than God, they become abettors 
of the violators of law and waste life 
instead of preserving it. 

How little is man fit to govern man!

We were very thankful as we pondered 
this junior’s words, that Christianity is 
not a religion but a revelation. That it is 
not stupefying, but vivifying. That is does 
not merely suggest a philosophy of hope 
but actually gives us hope, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who, as Paul wrote to Timothy, is 
Himself our hope. 

But how little of this precious truth 
do our university students have an oppor- 
tunity to hear! Oh, that another D. L. 
Moody might be raised up to go among 
them as he went among the students of 
Cambridge and Oxford years ago, and 
awaken them from their coma to an in- 
heritance of eternal life!

He needs something in 
A the way of mental relief. May 
Deacon he attend such shows without 
at the harm? We replied: 


Movies “The question you ask is not 
an uncommon one, and fregent- 

ly we are called upon to answer. 
“From the tone of your letter we feei 
almost certain that the motion picture 
shows you would attend would be chosen 
with discrimination, and that their re- 
creative value to you would be accom- 
panied by little or no loss to your spiritual 
life. But as Paul wrote to the Corin- 
thians, this liberty of yours might be- 
come a stumbling-block to them that are 
weak. They might and doubtless would, 


take refuge behind your example, while 
in reality they would not be following 
it except in an outward way. In other 
words, they would not discriminate as 
you would, and their pleasure might be 
a harmful one to them. 

“Tt costs us not a little to say this to 
you, because we sincerely sympathize 
with your need of mental relief and re- 
freshment, but if for Christ’s sake and 
your brother’s sake you deny yourself, 
a rich compensation in grace will be 
yours.”

Children need not be compelled 
to listen to it, but on this point the court 
was divided, some of the judges holding 
that attendance during its reading should 
be compulsory. “If proscription of the 
reading of the Bible made it sectarian,” 
said the court further, “then atheists 
might proscribe the ‘Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner’ and the Calvinists might proscribe 
Whittier.” This sounds like good sense to 
us.

EV. JAMES M. GRAY, D.D., 
President of the Moody Bible In- 
stitute, Chicago, gave an exposi- 
tion at the Stony Brook Confer- 

ence on “Relation of the Spirit of God to 
the Word of God.” His text was from 
] Peter 1:10-12— 

Of which salvation the prophets have 
inquired and searched diligently, who pro- 
phesied of the grace that should come 
unto you; searching what or what man- 
ner of time the Spirit of Christ which 
was in them did signify, when he testified 
}eforehand the sufferings of Christ, and 
the glory that should follow; unto whom 
it was revealed, that not unto themselves, 
but unto us, they did minister the things 
which are now reported unto you by 
them that have preached the gospel unto 
you with the Holy Ghost sent down from 
heaven. 


Dr. Gray’s message follows: 

Peter had been speaking of the salva- 
tion to which believers on Christ have been 
begotten by the mercy of God (vv. 3-9), 
and he now says that of this salvation the 
prophets had “inquired and searched dili- 
gently.” The “prophets” were the writers 
of the Old Testament, and the matter they 
‘Snquired and searched diligently” about 
was “the manner of time” when the suffer- 
ings of Christ should occur and His sub- 
sequent glory. 

Although they had thus prophesied or 
“testified beforehand” of these things, the 
apostle says that after all it was not they 
who did it, but “the Spirit of Christ” (that 
is, the Spirit of God) who was “in them.” 
In other words, he says that the Spirit of 
God is the Author of the Word of God. 

And this is not the only place in which 
Peter announces this truth. He repeats 
it in his second epistle, saying: “No 
prophecy ever came by the will of man, 
but men spake from God, being moved by 
the Holy Ghost” (2 Pet. 1:21, R. V.) 

And Peter is corroborated by Paul, when, 
in 2 Timothy 3:16, he says: “All scrip- 
ture is given by inspiration of God,” or, as 
literally rendered, “All scripture is God- 
breathed.” 

Finally, the Old Testament writers them- 
selves, when alluding to their messages, 
do so in language admitting of no doubt 
as to their inspiration. Two thousand 
times, when describing the source of their 
revelation, they employ the formula, or its 
equivalent: “Thus saith the Lord.” David 
testifies: “The Spirit of the Lord spake 
by me, and his word was in my tongue” 
(2 Sam: 2372). 


What Inspiration Means 
Of course, it is not assumed to say just 
how the Spirit of God did these things, any 
more than one would undertake to define 
how He regenerates sinners. We do not 
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to the

know the method He employed to speak by 
men of old time, but we know that He did 
it on the testimony of the Scriptures them- 
selves, which, on other and_ sufficient 
grounds, we accept as credible in their 
statements of fact. 

Nor should it be supposed that in speak- 
ing of the inspiration of the Scriptures we 
are referring to the translations, but only 
to the original autographs, the records as 
they came from Moses, David, Isaiah, John 
or Paul, as the case may be. 

And this is not an academic question 
merely. No one should suppose, in other 
words, that it makes no difference whether 
the autographs were inspired or not, be- 
cause we only possess translations of them. 
For as a matter of fact, these translations, 
the Revised Version of the English Bible, 
for example, are to all intents and pur- 
poses transcripts of those originals. The 
science of biblical criticism assures us of 
this. It does, indeed, raise a question here 
and there as to the accuracy of a given 
text; yet the result of all these questions 
put together does not affect a single es- 
sential fact or doctrine in the whole Bible. 


II 


But the Spirit of God is not only the 
Author, He is also the Revealer of the 
Word of God. The text proceeds: 

“Of which salvation the prophets have 
inquired and searched diligently 
Unto whom it was revealed, that not unto 
themselves, but unto us they did minister 
the things which are reported unto you.” 

It is an interesting and informing picture 
we have here. These men were first moved 
by the Holy Spirit to write concerning the 
sufferings and glory of Christ and then 
applied themselves to understand what they 
had written. Failing to accomplish this 
in their own ability, the Holy Spirit, who 
had moved them to write, revealed to them 
the meaning of what they had written. It 
is He who tells them that “the sufferings 
of Christ and the glory that should follow” 
belonged not to their time, but to ours. 


And this is perfectly accordant with 
Christ’s promises in John 14:26 and 16:13, 
14: “The Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send in my 
name, he shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remembrance.” 


It is equally accordant with Paul’s words 
to the Corinthians: “Eye hath not seen, nor 
ear heard, neither have entered into the 
heart of man the things which God hath 
prepared for them that love him. But 
God hath revealed them unto us by his 
Spirit’ (1 Cor; 2:9, 10): 

He does not say God hath revealed them 
unto us by His Word, though they are in 
His Word, but by His Spirit through His 


Word. The revelation of the Spirit, in 
other words, is necessary to understand the 
revelation of the Word. 

It is, then, impossible to know the things 
of God in His Word except as we have 
the aid of the Holy Spirit to do it. Nor 
does this mean only that the natural man 
cannot know them, which goes without 
saying, but that the spiritual man, the 
regenerate man, cannot know them without 
that aid. 


A Common Experience 

And is not this a matter of common 
Christian experience? Does not every 
earnest Christian know of passages in the 
Bible that are his in an intellectual sense, 
which he can expound but which he does 
not really possess in the sphere of his spir- 
itual being? And has he not had the 
experience, again and again, of the Holy 
Spirit’s taking these things and showing 
them unto him so that they have become 
his by a kind of miracle? 


III 


The Spirit of God is not only the Author 
and Revealer, but also the Preacher of 
the Word of God. 

Listen to the text again: 

“Unto whom it was revealed, that not 
unto themselves, but unto us they did 
minister the things which are reported unto 
you by them that have preached the gospel 
unto you with the Holy Ghost sent down 
from heaven.” 

A supernatural gospel throughout! Writ- 
ten, revealed and preached by the Holy 
Ghost. Its origination, explanation and 
proclamation alike divine. Peter preached 
it, the other apostles preached it, the dis- 
ciples preached it, and yet it was the Holy 
Ghost who preached it, or it was not 
preached. 

And is not this what Jesus promised? 

“Ye shall receive power after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me” (Acts 1:8). 

Is it not the effect of Pentecost? 

“They were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with other 
tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance” 
(Acts 2:4). 

And so the miracle continued. Twenty 
years later Paul writes to the Corinthians: 

“I was with you in weakness, and in fear 
and in much trembling. And my speech 
and my preaching were not in persuasive 
words of wisdom, but in demonstration of 
the Spirit and in power” (1 Cor. 2:3, 4). 


Modern Examples 
And has the miracle ceased? Is preach- 
ing “with the Holy Ghost sent down from 
heaven” no longer known to men? Did 
the phenomenon end with the apostolic era? 
Ask the preachers of the Reformation pe- 
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riod. Ask Wesley or Whitefield. Ask the 
French Quaker, Stephen Grellet. Read the 
life of Spurgeon or of Charles G. Finney 
or Dwight L. Moody. Familiarize yourself 
with the annals of nineteenth century mis- 
sions. So full are they of illustrations of 
this same supernaturalism that A. T. Pier- 
son aptly called them “The New Acts of 
the Apostles.” 

“When ministers feel the special gracious 
influence of the Holy Spirit in their hearts 
it wonderfully assists them to come at the 
consciences of men and, as it were to 
handle them; whereas, without these, what- 
ever reason or oratory we may employ, 
we do but make use of stumps instead of 
hands.” This is what our own great Amer- 


ican missionary David Brainerd said. There 
we have the key to Brainerd’s wonderful 
success, when God seemed to bow the 
heavens and come down upon the hearts of 
the Indian savages to whom he preached in 
Stockbridge. 

And the explanation of it is seen in the 
closet where Brainerd is praying whole 
days for the anointing of the Holy Spirit, 
and praying with such intensity that his 
garments are wet with the sweat of his 
intercession. 

When we have this power we find that 
whereas before it was hard for us to do the 
easiest things, it is now easy to do the 
hardest things. 





James Hervey, the friend of Wesley at 
Oxford, describes the change which took 
place in Wesley through his anointing by 
the Holy Spirit, by saying that while his 
preaching once was like the firing of an 
arrow—all the speed and force depending 
on the strength of his arm in bending 
the bow—now it was like the fire of a 
rifle ball, the force depending upon the 
powder, needing only a finger touch to let 
it off. 

May the Holy Spirit come upon us 
preachers, missionaries and Sunday-school 
teachers and teach us this secret of the ir- 
resistible might of weakness, of doing great 
things for God through the power by which 
God does great things for us. 


The Secret of Power for Life and Service

N ACTS 1:8, we have our Lord’s 

promise to His disciples in respect to 

their life and service, “ye shall re- 

ceive power after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you.” It was fulfilled on the 
day of Pentecost when they were all to- 
gether in one place, and were all baptized 
and all filled by the Spirit. 

The word that would characterize these 
early disciples is the word power. The 
manifestation of this power is seen some- 
times in their patient endurance of suf- 
fering, in their restraint, and sometimes in 
their aggressive action. 

They had power in their own lives. Gone 
forever were their petty jealousies, their 
fear of man, of persecution and death. 
They lived in a new spiritual atmosphere. 
They could rejoice in hardships and per- 
secutions. 

They had unparalleled power as minis- 
ters of Jesus Christ. Their very presence 
changed the atmosphere of a place. Their 
fame preceded them as men who turned 
the world upside down. Their spoken 
testimony had power. Things began to 
happen when they began to speak. Some- 
times there was a revival and sometimes 
a riot and sometimes both. Wherever they 
preached men repented and turned to God. 
Churches sprang up as a result of their 
labors, and in a little time great stretches 
of territory were evangelized. 

The letters which they wrote also had 
power. They remain to this day. Through- 
out the years they have been sources of 
spiritual life and light to millions of men 
in all parts of the world. 

One thing is notable. These men had 
not the things that are generally supposed 
to go with success. They had neither num- 
bers, organization, education, money or 
prestige in the world. But they did a 
work that was unparalleled both in respect 
to quality and quantity. When we com- 
pare the early church with the modern 
church the odds are all in favor of the 
former. We have everything that they 
lacked: numbers, organizations, education, 
wealth and prestige with the world. But 
we do not have power. The great denom- 
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inations are not growing in a way com- 
mensurate with their size and equipment. 
Some of them are doing little more than 
marking time. Multitudes of nominal mem- 
bers give little evidence of ever having 
had an evangelical experience of faith 
and life. Is there anything less powerful 
than the average sermon? Thousands of 
sermons are preached every week without 
a ripple on the conscience of the sinner. 


Since this promise of power was not for 
that generation alone, but for all disci- 
ples—ought we not to study the lives of 
those men to find the secret of their power? 
When we examine the characters of the 
early disciples we find that they differ 
as much as any equal number of men would 
differ. They differed in age, in mental 
caliber, in experience, in education and in 
temperament. But in certain respects they 
were all one, and in these things in which 
they agreed we believe lies the secret of 
their power.

They Were Unanimous in Their At- 
titude toward the Scriptures 


To them the Bible was the Word of 
God. This word came not by the will of 
man, but holy men of God spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Spirit. They 
believed the Scriptures were authoritative 
and final in matters of faith and doctrine. 
They were to be believed and obeyed. The 
disciples squared their lives by the Scrip- 
tures; they did not trim the Bible to suit 
their tastes. The promises of the Messiah 
and of the kingdom were facts to be ful- 
filled. They waited for the coming of the 
King. When Christ did come they were 
prepared to receive, to believe, and to 
follow Him. 

It was different with the Scribes and 
Pharisees. They had a _ comprehensive 
knowledge of the Scriptures, but it was not 
vitalized by faith. When they were asked 
where Christ was to be born they could 
cite the prophecy and give chapter and 
verse, but they had not faith enough to

go and see for themselves. 
the opportunity of a lifetime. 
their Lord and Saviour. 


The disciples never modified their early 


faith in the Scriptures as the Word 
of God. Later, in quoting the Scrip- 
tures they ignored the human _instru- 


ments and attributed this Word to God. 
They may seem to have been narrow, but 
they had power in their life and ministry. 

We have traveled a long way from the 
position of the early disciples. The popu- 
lar view is that the Bible is a human pro- 
duction, errant, and only to be read in the 
light of modern science. A man is not 
supposed to be a scholar unless he sits 
in judgment upon the Scriptures to delete 
and amend them. To multitudes today the 
Bible is no longer an authority to be 
believed and obeyed implicitly. It is a 
book of religions but not of revelation 
Men no longer fear or tremble at the 
Word. The sword of the Spirit has lost 
its edge and temper, and become as ineffec- 
tual as a fragile lath. 

If there is any relation between cause 
and effect the powerlessness of the church 
today is due to the modern attitude to the 
Bible. At any rate these early disciples 
who had convictions about the divine in- 
spiration and authority of the Scriptures 
were pre-eminently men of power. 


II 


These Men Had Convictions about 
Christ 

These convictions grew stronger as they 
came to know Him better. We can trace 
the growth of their beliefs in the gospel 
story. At first Christ was to them a pro- 
phet, then the Christ or Messiah who was 
to come, then He was the Son of God. 
Finally they believed Him to be God and 
they worshiped Him as such. 

The disciples never modified this exalted 
conception of Christ in the passing years. 
They never believed that Christ was less 
than God but rather their faith was 
strengthened. In their epistles they give 
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abundant testimony to their faith in Christ 
as God. He is the Creator of all things, 
the Upholder of all things, the Redeem- 
er of all, the Heir of all, and the Judge 
of all. 

Their convictions about Christ were so 
strong that they would make no compro- 
mises. Any one who denied the deity of 
the Lord was an enemy and to be avoided. 
Dr. Jones says, “Talk to them about a 
parliament of religions! They would have 
scorned the idea. To them there was only 
one religion, the religion of Christ. There 
js no other name known in heaven or 
among men but the name of Jesus.” 

They had convictions about the death 
of Christ and its meaning to men. Christ 
did not die as a martyr to truth only, but as 
a Saviour of men. They believed with 
Isaiah, that “he was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities, the chastisement of our peace 
was upon him and by his stripes we are 
healed.” They believed with Paul that 
“he was made sin for us who knew no 
sin that we might become the righteousness 
oi God in him.” They went forth and 
preached, “To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name whosoever 
believeth in him shall receive remission of 
sins.” 

These disciples lived and died for their 
convictions. They were the holiest and 
most zealous of men. Few in numbers, 
they evangelized vast areas of country, 
turned sinners to God and _ multiplied 
churches through their ministries. By their 
heliefs and labors they changed the moral 
course of the western world. They were 
men of power. 

I wonder if the impotence of the church 
today may not be due to a lack of beliefs 
and convictions concerning the person and 
work of our Lord. There are multitudes in 
high official positions in the church who 
hold beliefs opposite to those of the early 
disciples. The burden of proof rests upon 
them to show a power at least equal to the 
early disciples. 

But there is a vast difference between 
the early church with its power for life and 
service and the present organization that 
hear the name of Christ. 


III 


These Men Had Training for Their 
Work, the Best That Was Ever Given 


Professor Bruce in his book The Train- 
ing of the Twelve, gives us an adequate 
idea of the comprehensiveness of the train- 
ing that the disciples had before they were 
sent out to preach. 

They were three and a half years with 
Christ as His disciples or learners. They 
heard Him preach the Word to the multi- 
tudes. He expounded it to them in pri- 
vate. They saw Him perform mighty mir- 
acles. They had evidences of His love 
and compassion for the sinful and needy. 
They saw Him pouring out His life in 
daily service and finally dying on the cross 
as an offering for the sin of the world. 

They drank in the spirit of that great 
personality. They grew in knowledge and 
experience under the tutelage of the Lord. 
He opened to them the Scriptures; He 
opened their understanding, and He opened 
their hearts. This training was the avenue 
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along which the power came. Spiritual 
power never comes out of a vacuum either 
in the head or in the heart. There are 
always antecedent causes. 

Now it is pertinent for us to ask our- 
selves if we have this training? We may 
have all that the schools could give us and 
hold the highest degree. But have we 
this training? Have we been in the school 
of Christ? Have we learned in His school 
to pray, to trust and to obey? We should 
get all the training we can in other schools, 
but we cannot neglect the school of Christ. 


IV 


Then These Men Did the Thing That 
They Were Called to Do 


They went out to carry the gospel as 
far and as fast as they could to the great- 
est number of people. They subordinated 
everything to this one end. They refused 
administrative duties that were thrust upon 
them that they might give themselves to 
the ministry of the Word and prayer. 

Some say that they lacked the social 
vision. Yet the gospel seed that they sowed 
so diligently in time worked social revolu- 
tions for the betterment of men. 

I wonder sometimes if the impotence of 
the church may be due to the diversity of 
interests in the church. We are too ver- 
satile. We try to do too much. We are 
like the man who was busy here and there 


and neglected the one thing that he had 
been commanded to do. 

There is no substitute for this power. 
If the disciples could not begin their minis- 
try until endued, how much less can we! 

If we fulfill the conditions we can have 
this power. The disciples believed the 
Word of God; they believed the Christ 
of God; they were learners in the school 
of God, and they were obedient to their 
call. 


When Pentecost was fully come, 
The Holy Ghost from heaven, 
Baptized and filled each waiting one, 
And power for life was given. 


Oh, seek this power, ye feeble saints, 
And labor while you may; 

Fer the One who sent the Spirit then 
Is just the same today.

Read the Bible through. Persuade oth- 
ers to read it. A millionaire might give all 
his money to the poor and thus lay up 
treasure in heaven. But you, or any one 
else, may persuade a dozen other people to 
read the Bible through and thereby lay up 
more treasure in heaven than a million dol- 
lars can buy. For what we really want to 
scatter is the good seed, the best seed. And 
the seed of the kingdom is not American 
dollars.

The Highest Life — What and How

HE atonement, the work of Christ 
for us, secures to the believer a 
perfect standing in the divine 
presence, with all the privileges 
of sons; while Christ’s work in us 
fits us for the exalted sphere to which 
sovereign grace has lifted us. The 
finished work secures deliverance from 
the penalty of the law, the power 
of Satan, and the dominion of sin—from 
its domain by transplanting us from the 
kingdom of darkness into “the kingdom 
of his dear Son.” The work of Christ in 
us is intended to fit us for this changed 
sphere, and impart a nature suited to in- 
timate fellowship with the King. The 
inner work is conditioned on the work 
of the Cross, and an important result of 
that triumph. “The king’s daughter is 
all glorious within.” 


Made Meet for the Inheritance 


If true happiness means a perfect en- 
vironment, it would be a calamity for a 
pardoned sinner to reach heaven without 
moral fitness for that perfect scene. For 
this reason the plan of redemption in- 
cludes not only the judicial standing of 
the believer, but also the moral state. 
Adaptation, the most important law in 
the realm of harmony, is the ruling prin- 
ciple of that heavenly sphere. It is not 
arbitrary that the law of selection obtains 
there, but rather a benevolent act. Heav- 
en would be worse than hell for an un- 
cleansed sinner! The house of many 
mansions would have no meaning; the 
preparation of such an abode would give 
little comfort or cheer to earth’s pil- 
grims had He not sent the divine Spirit 
to make us “meet for the inheritance of 
the saints in light.” While the many 
“abodes” are being prepared the Holy 
Spirit abides in the believer, working 
toward spiritual excellence, and fitting 
him to be “presented faultless before the 
presence of his glory with exceeding 
joy.” “He that hath Segun a good work 
in you will perform it until the day of 
Jesus Christ.” 

Passing by the many opinions and the- 
ories concerning the nature, growth and 
perfection of the inner life, it is our pres- 
ent purpose to point out in the Scriptures 
the highest life for the Christian in this 
present evil world. 


I 


In the first place, the standard: by 
which the experimental life is to be 
measured must be determined. Failure 
here has given place to much teaching 
on this subject that is neither practical 
nor prudent. It is written, “Comparing 
yourselves among yourselves is not wise.” 
There is infinite variety in human nature, 
and the touch of God does not affect two 
persons alike, nor does His voice call 
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forth the same response. Some live in 
the will, others in the intellect, and not a 
few in the emotions. And for this reason 
the apparent growth or attainment of an 
individual cannot be regarded as a meas- 
ure or standard of the higher life. 


The Right Point of View 


With some the spiritual life flows like 
the brook, sparkling with joy and singing 
merrily. With others it flows peacefully 
like the calm depths of a mighty stream. 
Since mortality at best is frail and so 
varied in quality and capacity, human 
states cannot be the test of an exalted 
life. Judging by these it would be pos- 
sible to always err, but to judge the life 
by the pleasure God has in it, we may be 
certain of right conclusions. In studying 
the things of the Spirit the proper point 
of view is the divine, from which we see 
how motive and conduct affect the Cre- 
ator rather than how they affect the crea- 
ture. The religious life is not to be meas- 
ured by the soul’s ecstatic states, but by 
the pleasure it gives to God. The delight 
He has in it is the measure of its true 
nature and worth. 


The True Test 


The believer is made partaker of the 
divine nature by faith in the living 
Christ, but advanced ground has been 
reached when God is allowed to “work 
in you both to will and to do of His good 
pleasure.” Here is the true test of the 
Christian life, for far beyond human ex- 
perience is the pleasure of the divine Fa- 
ther who alone can rightly estimate char- 
acter and conduct. The true estimate of 
Christ’s life was announced at His bap- 
tism when from an opened heaven it was 
declared: “This is my beloved Son in 
whom I am well pleased.” To act in 
a way to give pleasure to God in each 
thought, word and deed is the very high- 
est religious life, and the true measure 
of one’s attainrnents. Not only when 
soaring among the clouds, but in the 
“valley of the shadow” may one trace 
holy footsteps and hear voices divine. 


II 


Building the inner life is a work wholly 
of God, and implies a complete surrender 
of the will. The human will must be 
perfectly one with the divine, and reason 
give place to faith if the divine Workman 
is to be left unhindered in His plan for 
the soul’s transformation. This is the 
first step in an advanced Christian life. 
Life has but little meaning—it is impos- 
sible to give it meaning, until the whole 
being is surrendered to God and at His 
disposal moment by moment. Without 
this the sincerest efforts will come far 
short of one’s ideal, but supply this con- 


dition and the heights may be reached, 
for nothing is impossible to one thus 
yielded to Him. Some one has said, 
“Give me a fulcrum on which to rest my 
lever and I will move the world”; but 
while this may remain physically impos- 
sible, it is true in a moral sense. Give 
God a surrendered life—something on 
which to rest His arm of omnipotence, 
and He will, as examples prove, move 
the world morally and spiritually. 


Sovereignty of the Will 

Without a deliberate and business-like 
surrender of the will, distressing failure 
is almost certain in the religious life. 
A life not transferred to God is still in 
part on the enemy’s ground, and liable 
to become an unholy vessel, not meet for 
the Master’s use. The sovereignty of the 
will is ever recognized by the Ruler of 
the moral realm. God will not take pos- 
session of that which has not been deeded 
to Him, and how can two walk together 
except they be agreed! 

The human will must be in perfect ac- 
cord with the divine in order to secure 
concerted effort. Hence the painful fail- 
ures, the heart-breaking experiences of 
those who for some reason fail to yield 
to God the entire life, that He may have 
His way with them. Since the divine plan 
must include more pleasure and profit 
than any human design, it is the highest 
wisdom to yield all to the Workmaster in 
order that the life may be fashioned in a 
way to bring to one the realization of his 
fondest hopes. A. T. Pierson seems in- 
spired when he says: “If we had infinite 
wisdom and love to guide us, we would 
not by one hair’s breadth change His per- 
fect plan for our lives.” Perfect yield- 
edness is the final step toward right re- 
lationship, and the entrance into life in- 
deed. 

III 


On this plane there will be growth and 
gladness. Deepening of the spiritual life 
always means an increased delight in 
service. True happiness is the product 
of holiness. The life of full allegiance 
will have the deepest springs of joy. But 
apparent growth and glad experience are 
not a sufficient test of an approved life. 
Normal life is occupation with the ideal 
—‘“looking unto Jesus”—who is the em- 
bodiment of all truth and excellence. The 
Holy Spirit, speaking through the apostle, 
says: “I have no greater joy than to 
hear that my children walk in the truth.” 
God has honored His Word above His 
name, and nothing can give Him delight 
like reverence for His revealed will, and 
trembling before the eternal Logos. The 
sacred regard shown by the Jew for the 
Book of the Law was very pleasing to 
Jehovah, and remains a constant rebuke 
to the irreverent. 
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Walking in the truth means shaping 
the life by the truth. It means that one 
will turn from old paths, and those of 
human choice, and walk entirely within 
the sphere of truth—the path marked out 
by the inspired Word. Here is the test 
of those qualities essential to a noble life. 
The purpose to live within the sphere of 
truth and walk in a path as narrow as 
the Book, strikes at the root of human 
pride, ambition, and love of praise; but 
out of the death of these comes the di- 
vine awakening to the largest life of fel- 
lowship and service. Lot, a liberal- 
minded believer, chose the well watered 
plains, while Abraham let God choose his 
portion. The man of the plains was 
“saved as by fire’; the other became “heir 
of the world” (Rom. 4:13). 


Shaping the Life by the Book 
To shape the life by the Book is to 


have the largest possible outlook and 
clearest vision. It means to follow a plain 
path of separation from the world and 
thus, by one’s position, condemn its ways 
and works. “Come ye out from among 
them and be ye separate” is a divine com- 
mand that includes abundant compensa- 
tion (2 Cor. 6:17,18). Shaping the life 
by the truth though it cost pain and loss, 
and leads through lonely ways, means 
infinitely more to God than all the boast- 
ed attainments of those who walk in their 
own paths and reject the way of the 
cross. The largest growth and happiness 
are dependent upon perfect obedience to 
the Spirit’s voice in the smallest details 
of the Christian life. 


The Blessing of Obedience 


Obedience is not less important to the 
warriors of the Cross than to soldiers 
on whose conduct a nation’s life depends. 





Eternal destinies hinge upon a single 
act, hence the necessity of heeding the 
voice of wisdom. To many the clouded 
vision comes through turning from life’s 
shining pathway, and not infrequently 
the cry for light is heard from those who 
have wilfully sinned against light. Those 
who trace their arrested growth or im- 
peded progress to lack of faith, need not 
as a rule more faith, but grace to walk 
in obedience to the revealed will of God 
The remedy for many ills is found in 
obeying the plain teachings of the Word, 
and quick response to that inner voice 
which is always intelligent, though gentle 
as an angel’s touch and silent as a word- 
less prayer. It is not more faith or 
clearer leading or greater light that is 
generally needed, but divine grace to 
walk in the plain path of duty in one’s 
allotted sphere, and prompt obedience to 
the divine will concerning one’s testi- 
mony among men. 


Public Opinion and Private Opinion 
Applied to Jesus Christ

UBLIC opinion,—what a mysteri- 
ous force it is! Its origin is often 


obscure. It may arise through a 

kind of social instinct and be right, 
or it may result from impulse and be in- 
accurate and one-sided. It can either be 
a mighty force to contend with or a 
powerful ally. How closely it is watched 
by the time-server ! 

How many tremble for their positions 
when a change of public opinion takes 
place! One can hardly be surprised that 
the press at times fosters and feeds pub- 
lic opinion, and at other times is willing 
to be fed by it. Public opinion may make 
an infamous man famous, or bring to 
ruin a great man only deserving of 
honor. It is one of the great decisive 
forces of the world’s life, and he is a bold 
man who dares to defy it. To do so 
would be disastrous were it not that pub- 
lic opinion is sometimes wrong and that 
the right must ultimately prevail. 


Private Opinion a Check on Public 
Opinion 

If public opinion provides an interest- 
ing study, private opinion is no less in- 
teresting. Private opinions are a check 
on public opinion because it is notorious 
that men often hold one opinion in pub- 
lic and another in private. 

Private opinions are worth knowing, 
for if they are of any real value men 
will stand by them. In the long run ac- 
tions are governed more by private than 
by public opinion. Often the more power- 
ful for being pent up, private opinions 
have this added strength, that they can 
always be run to earth. They are clear- 
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cut and tangible, someone is responsible 
for them. 


He is wise who discovers what people 
are saying collectively, but he is far 
wiser who contrives to know what they 
think individually. As an example one 
may quote a very salutory hint to preach- 
ers from a recent editorial in a religious 
weekly: 

“Whether the opinions of the lay- 
men are correct or not, the preach- 
ers might profit by knowing what 
they are. Often they are different, 
very different in tone from the flat- 
tering comments heard at the church 
or in the social circle. A wise 
preacher would have no anger be- 
cause of the inconsistency; he would 
simply try to correct his deficien- 
cies.” 


Jesus Inquiry of His Disciples 


There was a time in the ministry of 
Jesus when He made definite inquiry 
concerning both public opinion and pri- 
vate opinion. His mission was nearing 
its close and the time had come for Him 
to require a formal confession of Him- 
self as the promised Messiah. He was 
familiar with what men thought of Him, 
but turned to His disciples and asked 
two questions: 

“Whom do men say that I am?” 

“Whom say ye that I am?” 

It is hardly surprising to find that pub- 
lic opinion and private opinion did not 
coincide. So far as the former was con- 
cerned it was not flattering. It was of 
no comfort to Jesus as a man, to know 
that men thought Him to be less than 


He really was, but that was all brushed 
aside by the fact that one man had 
grasped the truth. 

Looking back across fhe centuries, it 
can be readily seen that Jesus (thinking 
of Him now merely as a man) was wise 
in relying more on the conviction of one 
man than on the diverse yet similar opin- 
ions of the mass of the people; diverse 
in that His prophetic identity was un- 
certain, but similar in that He was cer- 
tainly a prophet. 

But if Jesus had been worldly wise 
would He not have tried to make capital 
out of the situation? Though men did 
not regard Him as the Messiah, was it 
not something to be regarded as one of 
three great men? Then why should He 
not adopt a policy of opportunism, mak- 
ing the most of the prevailing opinions 
and snatching some kind of a victory? 


What About John the Baptist? 


How easy it would have been, for in- 
stance, to play the part of John the Bap- 
tist, the one of the three closest in his- 
tory and whose influence (taking Herod 
and Apollos as witnesses) was still po- 
tent. John the Baptist living had gained 
the ear of the multitude; he had influ- 
enced even the Pharisees; his power was 
feared by the king. But John the Baptist 
risen from the dead, imbued with mys- 
tery and a semi-divinity—what a pros- 
pect of power! Might not that, after all, 
have been the best way of establishing 
the kingdom of heaven? 

To have adopted such a course would 
have been both wrong and shortsighted. 
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{t would have been wrong, because it was 
contrary to the divine will, and short- 
sighted because public opinion, in this 
case, had been formed through a bad 
man’s fear. Though Herod sober might 
tremble at the thought of a resurrected 
John, Herod drunk again would find him- 
self as helpless to prevent a second exe- 
cution as he was the first. 


Then Why Not Elijah? 

If not John, then why not Elijah? 

The mightiest of the prophets, Elijah 
had successfully defied a wicked king 
and had even escaped the vengeance of 
his more wicked consort. It seemed that 
no power could harm him. The record 
was that when last seen he was ascend- 
ing to heaven in a chariot of fire! What 
was more, there was a cherished proph- 
ecy that Elijah must come again before 
the day of the Lord arrived. Then why 
should not Jesus adopt the role? 

Why not? How could He? It would 
not have been in accord with the tenor 
of His whole life. 
integrity, masquerade as His own fore- 
runner? 

There was another possibility. If Je- 
sus could not pose as an actual John or 
Elijah, might He not have accepted the 
character of a symbolic Jeremiah? If the 
people regarded John the Baptist with 
awe, and Elijah with admiration and 
wonder, they regarded Jeremiah with af- 
fection. He was the prophet of sorrow. 
He had given God’s message to Israel in 
her darkest hour. He had suffered with 
his people and for them, and had died in 
exile. Jesus, in the eyes of men, seemed 
to be fighting a losing battle. Could He 
not assume the name of Jeremiah and 
enlist the nation’s sympathy? 

There was one factor making such a 
course impossible. In spite of gloom, 
apathy and unbelief, Jesus was certain 
of victory. He who knew that the le- 
gions of angels were on His side could 
see also in anticipation the great multi- 
tude which no man could number, who 
had come out of great tribulation, having 
washed their robes and made them white 
in the blood of the Lamb. 


Not Different Today 

There is as little encouragement for 
Jesus in public opinion today as there 
was then. 

During the World War an inquiry was 
instituted among the British troops by 
the Y. M. C. A. concerning the soldiers’ 
religion. Among the questions sent to 
army chaplains and other workers was 
this: 

“What do the men think about Jesus 
Christ?” 

A surprisingly large number gave the 
reply, “They do not think about Him at 
all” 

Is that not true of vast numbers living 
in Christianized countries? The comic 
strip and the movies, the sport of the sea- 
son and politics, the accumulation of dol- 
lars and the spending of them,—are not 
these the popular interests of the day? 

One needs to be cut off for a time from 
church services and the society of Chris- 
tian people to realize how enormous is 
the number of lives in which Jesus does 
not count. The only reason for wonder- 
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How could He, with. 


ing whether this indifference is as se- 
rious as it appears is the fact that, as a 
rule, men think more than they say. 

Neither is there much encouragement 
for Jesus in the more limited section of 
society in which Christianity is given a 
definite place. 

What do men there say about Christ? 

They say many beautiful things and 
pay Him many a glowing tribute, but 
too often such words are only the equiv- 
alent of John the Baptist, Elijah, Jere- 
miah or one of the prophets. 

The danger to Christianity as it strives 
tor its rightful place among the world’s 
religions is that of syncretism; its danger 
in the devotional life of the individual is 
that a part of the life is given to Christ, 
and not the whole of it. At no time 
were men more anxious that Jesus should 
be given a place in the world’s life and 
religion, but can there have been a time 
when men were less willing to give Him 
the place which is really His—that of 
absolute supremacy? The one great point 
at issue today is whether Christ shall 
have a place or the place. 


Where Christianity’s Strength Lies 

It is well to realize that the trend of 
the time is not favorable to Christ’s 
claim to saviourship and kingship. The 
easy-going optimist who discounts diffi- 
culties on principle is no friend to the 
cause he supports. 

At the same time there is no need to 
be dismayed because the kingdom seems 
to be in danger. Jesus attached more 
importance to Peter’s avowal than to the 
opinions of the crowd. The vital ques- 
tion was not and is not, “Whom do men 
say that I am?” but “Whom say ye that 
I am?” That which counts most is not 
the tendency of the times but the con- 
victions of the individual. 

There is the reason for the strength of 
Christianity; that is why it has always 
been able to take the offensive. If the 
call be sufficiently clear an army can al- 
ways be raised, taking as its battle-cry, 
“Thou art the Christ!” 

It is significant that the avowal con- 
cerning Jesus came from among those 
who were nearest Him. Significant, but 


quite natural, for as the best crop is to 
be expected from the best soil so the life 
in close touch with God is the one in 
which the prompting of God’s Spirit 
meets with the readiest response. 

Flesh and blood said, “This is John the 
Baptist, or Elijah or Jeremiah.” The Spirit 
of God said, “This is the Christ!” 

Oh, that men would take this lesson 
to their hearts! How frequently do they 
declare that they will live for Christ, 
but how rarely do they realize that the 
best way to live for Him is to live with 
Him and by Him. 

When the world, with its superficial 
knowledge, has paid its best tribute to 
Jesus, there is always something more 
which the Lord’s followers can add. 

Men generally were aware of the pres- 
ence of a prophet in their midst, but Jesus 
was more than a prophet. There were 


many prophets but only one Messiah, one 
When Jesus was named with | 


Saviour. 
the greatest of the prophets the convic- 
tion which had been slowly and perhaps 
unconsciously developing in Peter’s mind 
took final shape.

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What Israelites Entered (anaan?

HERE seems to be a wide-spread 

belief that Caleb and Joshua were 

the only Israelites that, born in 

Egypt and “twenty years of age 
when they came out of Egypt,” were per- 
mitted to enter Canaan. 

If questioned, no doubt the advocates of 
the view mentioned would cite Numbers 
26:63-65 as proof conclusive. But even 
with that passage confronting him, and the 
words of Numbers 14:29, 30 also, the 
writer humbly challenges the idea, and 
hereby undertakes to show that other 
Egypt-born Israelites, also entered the land 
of promise. 

Comparing Numbers 
Numbers 32:7-13 and

14:22-38 with 
Joshua 5:6, is 


emerges in Holy Scripture as far back as 
Genesis 22:8, 13 (if not in Gen. 4:25), 
has remarkable illustration and teaching in 
Numbers 3 and 8. These chapters tell of 
the consecration of the Levites to Jehovah’s 
ministry, because of their rally at Moses’ 
call and their loyalty to Jehovah’s standard 
in avenging the impiety in the idolatry of 
the golden calf (Exod. 32:25-29). Their 
piety is rewarded by their being substi- 
tuted for all the first-born of all the tribes. 
That is, Levi’s male descendents are 
chosen by Jehovah as substitutes “instead” 
of all Israel’s first-born, already conse- 
crated to Jehovah and claimed as His 
(Exod. 13:12, 13; Num. 8:14-19). Being 
therefore Jehovah’s, and consecrated to the 


of Levi had a large number of males 
unaffected by the death-warrant. Surely 
such a great number of males argues an 
immigrant group of the descendents of Levi 
of many thousands. No doubt large num- 
bers of these were Egypt-born and now 
above three score years of age. 

And how about the women? Were they 
also under condemnation? May not Num- 
bers 14:22, 23 mean only “men of war” 
were condemned to die? “Because all those 
men that have seen” ... “and have not 
hearkened to my voice; surely they shall 
not see the land.” 

Was the rebellion upon the adverse re- 
port of the ten spies a masculine affair? 
The women in their tents may have in- 

dulged laments and 





ah’s pronouncement of 
the death-penalty after 
the return of the twelve 
spies to Kadesh-barnea, 
and the consequent mur- 
murings of Israel, dis- 
couraged by the ma- 
jority report, included 
only “all men of war” 
who were “from twenty 
years ‘old and upward, 
which came out of 
Egypt.” 

Numbers 1:1-46 
shows who these “men 
of war” were, all mem- 
bers of the “twelve” 
tribes mentioned in 
those verses which fur- 
nished the twelve spies 
(Num. 13:1 ff). Then 
follows the record of 
their return and report 
in the same chapter and in Number 14, 
with the dire results and death sentence. 
Then in Numbers 26 we have the account 
of a second census of Israel, and the words 
of verse 64: “.... not a man of them that 
were numbered .... in the wilderness. 
And there was not left a man of them save 
Caleb ..:......and Joshua..." 

The observant Bible reader will have 
noticed the omission from both census 
lists, Numbers 1 and 26:1-51, of the tribe 
of Levi. This whole tribe is exempt from 
the law of sin and death announced at 
Kadesh-barnea. The fact of the excep- 
tion is stated clearly in Numbers 1:47-53: 
“But the Levites after the tribe of their 
fathers were not numbered among them.” 
Why not? A partial answer is found in 
this last citation. The Levites were not 
to be warriors, but ministers; not “men of 
war,” but to serve as God’s gift to Aaron 
and the priests “to do the service of the 
children of Israel in the tent of meeting, 
and to make atonement for the children 
of Israel; that there be no plague among 
the childre nof Israel” (Num. 8:19). 

The fact of one tribe’s exemption, and 
the reason for it, is of tremendous inter- 
est. The doctrine of substitution that 
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service of the Tabernacle, etc., the Levites 
could not be alienated. They were wholly 
the Lord’s (Num. 3:41-45; 8:5-24). Hence 
exempt from military service, and “not 
numbered” among “the men of war,” they 
were not asked to endanger their lives by 
the hazards of spying out the land, and not 
included in the death proclamation of Num- 
bers 14. It follows that some males of 
Levi’s descendents may be expected to be 
among the elderly immigrants into Canaan. 

Can any such be identified? In Exodus 
27 :21-28:1 we read of Jehovah’s purpose 
with respect to some of these substitute 
people—some of Levi’s tribe, Aaron and 
his sons, Nadab, Abihu, Eleazar, and Itha- 
mar. While Aaron is the anointed high 
priest, all four of his sons become priests 
and assist their father, all being of an age 
that qualified them to enter the priest- 
hood (cf. Num. 4:43; Exod. 28:40, 41). 
In many passages we read of these sons 
of Aaron exercising priestly functions. 

Finally, in Numbers 26:62 seq., we read 
of the Levites: “And they that were num- 
bered of them, were twenty and three 
thousand, every male from a, month old 
and upward.” This suggests that in the 
plains of Moab (Num. 26:3) the tribe 


tears enough, and en- 
couraged the defection 
of their husbands and 
brothers and sons. But 
were they also included 
in the death sentence? 
Possibly ; for Numbers 
14 :31-33 speaks of chil- 
dren only as those who 
would escape, though 
penalized to wander, in 
order that through the 
years the “men of war” 
might all perish. How- 
ever, is it safe or wise 
to be dogmatic as to the 
all-inclusiveness of the 
death-sentence and _ its 
results? 

What is then a fair 
conclusion of this mat- 
ter? That Caleb who 
represented the tribe of 
Judah, whatever his origin, and Joshua 
of the tribe of Ephraim were indeed 
spared to enter Canaan, the only two 
Egypt-born men above twenty at time 
of the Exodus, representatives of the 
tribes under condemnation? This exception 
was in their favor, because they wholly fol- 
lowed the Lord. But also, one whole tribe 
in Israel, the Levitical or priestly one, was 
entirely exempt, so that Eleazar, we know, 
and Ithamar most likely, and all other men 
and women and children of Levi’s pos- 
terity of any age above twenty at the 
Exodus, numbering probably thousands, 
must have been permitted to cross Jor- 
dan. Doubtless many a man and woman, 
grown to adult life in Egypt; for Moses 
said (Deut. 29:2 seq.): “Ye have seen 
all that the Lord did before your eyes in 
the land of Egypt unto Pharaoh, and unto 
all his servants, and unto all his land; the 
great temptations which thine eyes have 
seen, the signs, and those great miracles: 
... And I have led you forty years in 
the wilderness: your clothes (adult-size at 
exodus?) are not waxen old upon you, and 
thy shoe (what sizes at starting?) is not 
waxen old upon thy foot.”

E INTRODUCE the contribu- 

tion of Mr. Linscott with an 

explanatory paragraph or twc 

from his letter which accom- 
panied it—Editors. He writes: 


“I have personally appreciated the firm 
and effective stand you make for the 
Christian revelation and the great historical 
truths of creation and redemption. 

“While others are maintaining an in- 
tegrated system of divine truth, I wish to 
offer a somewhat intuitional appreciation 
of the First, the True and Living God. 

“Unless I am mistaken, many turn from 
the holy faith because of the rather for- 
bidding tone of the orthodox doctrine of 
the nature, being and character of the 
blessed Deity. Others do not come to the 
proper conception of the Godhead, par- 
tially at least, because they fail to get more 
than a vague and hazy notion of a fear- 
some ‘supreme being.’ 

“Then too, most of the creeds make it 
easy for men to question and cavil and 
doubt without seeming to oppose themselves 
in their highest interests. If it will inspire 
any to be not ashamed of the gospel of 
God which is in all things the most reason- 
able, well; but if not, return.” 


That which was from the beginning, 
which we have seen with our eyes, which 
we have looked upon, and our hands have 
handled, of the word of life; . . . that eter- 
nal life, which was with the Father— 
1 John 1:1, 2. 

The mystery of all being is revealed 
forever in the one historic manifestation of 
God the Son, in the form and very flesh of 
our common humanity. Man never has 
been able by searching to arrive at the 
ultimate truth of all things and their true 
relations. To us, personality seems the 
more variable, transient and ephemeral, and 
matter the more constant, stable, and per- 
manent. Today we are, tomorrow we are 
not; but all matter seems to endure all 
changes and accidents, continuing in one 
form or another indefinitely. 


Personality Beyond Matter 

How real personality can be conceived 
of apart from its tangible contingent, mat- 
ter, is beyond the natural faculties of man. 
But as conscious personality has higher 
qualities and potentialities than mere inor- 
ganic matter, it follows that non-conscious 
matter is under the governance of personal 
intelligence. Inert matter has, aye is its 
own limitations, but personality is trans- 
cended only by greater personality. Hence 
it follows that there must of necessity be 
an Original, a Great Personality—an In- 
finite Person. 

The disingenuous question which Pilate 
in common with multitudes before and 
since have asked, perhaps unconsciously 
—“What is truth?” only shows the innate 
presumption of the human mind to expect 
for some absolute principle, some universal 
essence, some “everlasting it.” In manful 
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fashion the meek and lowly Nazarene 
affirmed the final reality of all truth when 
he said “I am... the truth,” the vital truth, 
the abiding verity, the primal truth of life 
and the life of truth and truthfulness. Yea, 
for “grace and truth came by Jesus Christ” 
before Moses. “Before Abraham was I 
AM.” 
The Necessity of Love 

What energy is to matter love is to the 
rational mind. Were intelligence and per- 
sonality simply a particular appanage or 
finished product of highly organized mat- 


- ter, then well may matter be the predomi- 


nant power in and over all being and per- 
sonality. 

Now the only basis of actual, full-orbed 
love is mutuality or reciprocation in kind 
as well as in degree. It were absolutism 
to demand and receive what one does not 
willingly offer and freely give. But self- 
love is the very antithesis of genuine love, 
hence had the eternal love ever-existed in 
one and only one divine person, that love 
could never have been objectively demon- 
strated, and so would forever remain unex- 
pressed, unrevealed and unrequited to the 
despair of the ages—except by mere man’s 
grotesque speculative conception of it. 

The very idea of one lone, solitary, 
august personage in the Deity, as a grand 
autocrat, carries with it as a logically neces- 
sary postulate, that he must ever satisfy 
His own ideal of godhood wholly within 
Himself. And thus should every man find 
his own ideal of manhood wholly within 
himself. This would obviously make God 
the author of confusion, egoism and chaos 
in the moral order of creation. 

While the eternal generation of God the 
Son is not for us to query, it is axiomati- 
cally ethical that divine continency ex- 
hausted itself in the one only begotten Son 
of the omnipotent Father-love of the ages, 
whom He begat before all ‘worlds, in Him 
I say is His love perfectly manifest and 
manifestly perfect; and responsively, the 
infinite love of Him who was thus mys- 
teriously born, not made, before all ages, 
is in the Father Almighty forever. This 
is the mystic unity of God. 


Why the Cosmos? 


Now if it could have been consistent with 
the nature of the Eternals to have con- 
fined their object of good will each to the 
other, there would presumably have been 
no efficient cause or necessity for the unc- 
tion of any other personality in the Deity. 
But the normal increase and diversification 
of cosmic love morally impelled the creat- 
ing of an organized materialism with in- 
finitely variegated orders of finite life. 

The divine plan of expansion requisi- 
tioned the mediate agency of an unique 
personal ubiquity, ever present and omni- 
present fulfiller of the divine will in all 
places of His dominion at once and at all 


times. Such an infinitely selfless, ethereal 
being, or pure spirit, could proceed or issue 
eternally from the purposive being of the 
integrated will and mind of the Father of 
all good spirits, Himself spirit as to nature 
and essence, though not of course form- 
less, yet blindingly invisible to any but 
innocent eyes. We must remember that 
the active God in the Old Testament was 
the Son. 

With such a beautifully and magnifi- 
cently created universe, the author of all 
life and the inventor of all things good, 
the divine and most blessed heart of all the 
moral universe was exquisitely delighted. 
As is the Father so is the Son in all things 
as to the nature of His being, but they each 


have special, particular and peculiar func- | 


tions in the celestial kingdom. 


The Great Reality 

God is all just, but God is not justice. 
God is all merciful, but God is not mercy. 
God is omnipotent, but God is not simply 
omnipotence. God is omniscient and all- 
wise, but God is not merely all-wisdom and 
omniscience. God is holy and righteous 
altogether, but God is not altogether 
righteousness and holiness. God is true, 
but God is not abstract truth. God is 
lovely, all-lovely, the One altogether lovely, 
aye for “God ts love.” 

Now there abideth these three: God the 
Father is love; God the Son is love; God 
the Holy Spirit is love, not three loves but 
one love, “one Good,” the divine and per- 
sonal reality of the ages, “the Life.”

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Robert Flockhart, the Street Preacher 


Reprinted and Abridged from the Gospel Message 


OBERT FLOCKHART was born 
in February, 1778, at Dalnottar, 
near Glasgow, Scotland. When 
nineteen years of age, he enlisted 

in the army and was sent to Guernsey. His 
fellow-soldiers were addicted to the sins 
common to army life. Thefts, insubor- 
dination, drinking, blasphemy and _licen- 
tiousness were common. Mr. Flockhart, 
in his autobiography, says of his own sin- 
ful life: 


“T ran greedily in the practice and 
commission of every sin that my wicked 
heart could devise. I wonder 
often at the long suffering of 
God with me above many. 
Surely there never was a great- 
er sinner than I have been. I 
have read John Bunyan’s life, 
but he was nothing to me.” 


While in a hospital he was con- 
victed of his sins and led to the 
Saviour through the instrumen- 
tality of a Christian sergeant. 
Here he read the Scriptures and 
prayed with the patients in the 
hospital, where he remained two 
years. Later he was sent to the 
Isle of Wright and afterward re- 
turned to England. 

At this time he began his open 
air preaching. He would speak 
to the soldiers in the barrack 
square an hour before the parade 
began. For thus preaching, he 
was twice imprisoned in the black 


trance of the castle. This how- 
ever, did not deter him from 
preaching, for he looked out and 
sang, prayed and spoke till he 
gathered quite an audience. 

While in the Grassmarket. of 
Edinburgh, warning people to flee 
from the wrath to come, he was 





» taken by a “medical gentleman, 


me, and drag me off to the police office, 
and my wife would get me out, and I 
would begin to preach again as if nothing 
had happened. Altogether I was nine or 
ten times in prison for preaching the 
gospel in Edinburgh.” 


His preaching was not intended to please 
men, and he was not often kept long in a 
police office, as he made it a point to preach 
to the policemen there and they were glad 
to get rid of him. 

His persecutions and sufferings from the 
magistrates and policemen of Edinburgh 








well known for his Christian 
character,” and placed in Morn- 
ingside Lunatic Asylum. He es- 
caped twice, but was taken back each 
time. As he would not eat when his 
Bible was taken from him, he was allowed 
to have it, but his windows were closed. 
Some months later he was released and 
continued his preaching. 

For twenty years he visited the infirm- 
ary where his prayers and scriptural advice 
were gladly received by the patients, but 
‘on godless doctors and students opposed 

1m. 

Of his street preaching in Edinburgh, he 
writes: 


“Whenever I saw a man committing 
sin, I reproved him, and then a multitude 
would gather round me. I would then 
begin to speak to them from a text of 
Scripture, and would continue to speak 
as long as there was any one to hear. 
Then the policeman would lay hold upon 
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Robert Flockhart, First Street Preacher—Edinburgh, Scotland 


would be deemed incredible were they to be 
fully related. 

At different times he was struck, insult- 
ed, stoned, imprisoned and ill-treated in 
other ways, but this seemed only to 
strengthen his purpose to follow the Master 


through evil as well as through good re- 
port. He preached every evening in the 
streets of Edinbugh for forty-three years. 


He died peacefully in the fall of 1857, 
happy in the thought of going home. 


He is described as a man of diminutive 
stature, shuffling gait, ill-hung in the limbs, 
and with a curious cast of the eye. Yet the 
Spirit of God worked mightily in his heart, 
by nature so sinful, and he who had been 
forgiven much, loved much, and his service 
was prompted by that greatest of all mo- 
tives, love for the Lord Jesus.

FULFILMENT OF PROPH-

Prophecy indicates that the final 
period of this age will be ushered 
in and accompanied by unusual 
disturbances in the realm of 
nature due to an intensification 
of Satanic influence (Eph.

The Southern Baptist Seminary 


N ONE of its editions last winter, 

the Western Recorder published a 

communication from President Mul- 

lins of the Southern Baptist Theo- 
logical Seminary, Louisville, Ky., which 
contained the twenty articles of faith signed 
by each professor in that seminary when he 
becomes a member of the faculty. The 
articles are so clear and satisfactory and 
so “up-to-date,” as to be well worth the 
space to reproduce them for the informa- 
tion of our readers and the strengthening 
of any “feeble knees” among them. 

Some of our readers might like to di- 
lute article 13 just a little, because it is so 
strong on the “Perseverance of the Saints” ; 
some would omit “immersed in water” in 
article 15; some would qualify articles 19 
and 20 on “The Resurrection” and “The 
Judgment,” in order to express more 
definitely what they consider to be the 
dispensational teaching of the Bible on 
those momentous matters. But taking the 
articles as a whole, they make the best 
kind of reading for these days of Modern- 
ism on which we are fallen. They are a 
flat contradiction of all that false teach- 
ings, and that too, by men who understand 
what they say and whereof they affirm 
(1 Tim. 1:7). 

The articles bear conclusive witness to 
the continuity of the historic faith of 
Christendom. They show that the truth 
has not changed, that the destructive criti- 
cism has made no indents upon it whatso- 
ever, and that when the smoke of battle 
has cleared sufficiently to reconnoitre their 
position, the hosts of the Lord will be 
found standing on the very spot where the 
assault on them began. 

For assurance of faith and the quicken- 
ing of effort on the part of God’s people 
everywhere, we recommend the careful 


reading of these articles of faith of the 
Baptist seminary, and side by side with 
them, we also recommend he Ninety-five 
Theses of the “Methodist League for Faith 
and Life,” to which reference was made 
in our April issue. These two trumpets, 
of Calvinism and Arminianism, one in the 
South and the other in the North, are 
giving forth no uncertain sound, and there- 
fore each of us may confidently “prepare 
himself to the battle” (1 Cor. 14:8).

“The Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments were given by inspiration of 
God, and are the only sufficient, certain 
and authoritative rule of all saving know- 
ledge, faith and obedience.

“XI. Justification 

“Justification is God’s gracious and full 
acquittal of sinners, who believe in Christ, 
from all sin, through the satisfaction that 
Christ has made; not for anything wrought 
in them or done by them, but on account 
of the obedience and satisfaction of Christ, 
they receiving and resting on Him and His 
righteousness by faith. 


“XII. Sanctification 


“Those who have been regenerated are 
also sanctified, by God’s Word and Spirit 
dwelling in them. This sanctification is 
progressive through the supply of divine 
strength, which all saints seek to obtain, 
pressing after a heavenly life in cordial 
obedience to all Christ’s commands. 


“XIII. Perseverance of the Saints 

“Those whom God hath accepted in the 
Beloved, and sanctified by His Spirit, will 
never totally nor finally fall away from the 
state of grace, but shall certainly persevere 
to the end. Though they may fall, through 
neglect and temptation, into sin, whereby 
they grieve the Spirit, impair their graces 
and comforts, bring reproach on the 
Church, and temporal judgments on them- 
selves, yet they shall be renewed again unto 
repentance, and be kept by the power of 
God through faith unto salvation. 


“XIV. The Church 

“The Lord Jesus is the Head of the 
Church, which is composed of all his true 
disciples, and in Him is invested supremely 
all power for its government. According 
to His commandment, Christians are to 
associate themselves into particular socie- 
ties or churches; and to each of these 
churches he hath given needful authority 
for administering that order, discipline and 
worship which he hath appointed. The 
regular officers of a church are bishops 
or elders, and deacons. 


“XV. Baptism 

“Baptism is an ordinance of the Lord 
Jesus, obligatory upon every believer, 
wherein he is immersed in water in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Spirit, as a sign of his fel- 
lowship with the death and resurrection of 
Christ, of remission of sins, and of his 
giving himself up to God, to live and walk 
in newness of life. It is prerequisite to 
church fellowship, and to participation in 
the Lord’s Supper. 


“XVI. The Lord’s Supper 


“The Lord’s supper is an ordinance of 
Jesus Christ, to be administered with the 
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elements of bread and wine, and to be ob- 
served by His churches till the end of the 
world. It is in no sense a sacrifice, but is 
designed to commemorate His death, to 
confirm the faith and other graces of 
Christians, and to be a bond, pledge and 
renewal of their communion with Him, 
and of their church fellowship. 


“XVII. The Lord’s Day 

“The Lord’s Day is a Christian institu- 
tion for regular observance, and should be 
employed in exercises of worship and spir- 
itual devotion, both public and private, rest- 
ing from worldly employments and amuse- 
ments, works of necessity and mercy only 
excepted. 

“XVIII. Liberty of Conscience 

“God alone is Lord of the conscience; 
and He hath left it free from the doctrines 
and commandments of men, which are in 
anything contrary to His Word, or not 
contained in it. Civil magistrates being 


ordained of God, subjection in all lawful 
things commanded by them ought to be 
yielded by us in the Lord, not only for 
wrath, but also for consicience’ sake. 


“XIX. The Resurrection 


“The bodies of men after death return 
to dust, but their spirits return immediately 
to God—the righteous to rest with Him; 
the wicked, to be reserved under darkness 
to the judgment. At the last day, the bodies 
of all the dead, both just and unjust, will 
be raised. 

“XX. The Judgment 


“God hath appointed a day, wherein he 
will judge the world by Jesus Christ, when 
every one shall receive according to his 


deeds: the wicked shall go away into ever- 
lasting punishment; the righteous, into 
everlasting life.”

LETTER No. 3

LY: 

“The correspondence concerning Mod- 
ernism in India is illum‘nating in several 
directions. It reveals the vastness of In- 
dia, and the very diverse conditions under 
which missionary activities are prosecuted. 

“I presume you are sufficiently conver- 
sant with the situation in India to know 
that Modernism does really prevail there 
to about the same extent and in about the 
same manner as in our own country. The 
conservatives of China (where I have lived 
for many years) have for a number of 
years been in fairly close touch with like- 
minded brethren in India, and have reason 
to know that the circumstances in the two 
countries with reference to Modernism 
are very similar. 

“With regard to Miss Lloyd, it may be 
well to point out that she is located in a 
section of India where Modernism has 
gained little or no foothold, that is, in the 
Punjab and western United Provinces. 
From personal interviews and correspon- 
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dencé with various missionaries in that sec- 
tion, I have learned that they have not been 
disturbed by radicalism. They are for- 
tunate in having an annual gathering for 
the deepening of spiritual life somewhat 
similar to the English Keswick, and Miss 
Lloyd has, I presume, had the privilege 
of attending that gathering and fellowship- 
ing with thoroughly orthodox people. Her 
testimony, therefore, is based on her own 
experience in a section of India in which 
she lives. 

“Mr. Andreason is associated with the 
Pentecostal movement, and much of his 
experience has been in the same section 
of India, though now he is conducting in- 
dependent work in Lucknow, somewhat 
further east. From Mr. Andreason’s let- 
ter it would appear that he is aware of 
the prevalence of Modernism in India, 
though it would seem that he is somewhat 
slow in discerning its extent and serious- 
ness. His objection to Mr. Watkin Rob- 
erts would seem to be based, not on the 
issue of Modernism, but on the fact that 
Mr. Roberts has issued an appeal for his 
work on the ground that it was free from 
modernistic influence. I confess I am not 
quite able to follow the psychology of his 
letter. Mr. Roberts’ work is removed 
some five or six hundred miles from the 
center in which Mr. Andreason is located, 
and the latter probably knows very little 
about the former except what he has 
learned through certain publicity work car- 
ried on with a view to heading off any- 
thing in the way of a definite organization 
of conservatives along the lines of the 
Bible Union of China. 

“About the time of the organization of 
the Bible Union of China an attempt was 
made by conservatives in India to launch 
a similar movement, in which Mr. Roberts 
took a prominent part. But this movement 
was thwarted by skillful politics on the 
part of several of the larger Boards. The 


propaganda circulated against the conserva- 
tive leaders both in India and China was 
of a character that could scarcely be as- 
sociated with anything by the name oi 
Christian. 

“The letter from Miss Enright gives a 
more accurate view of the general situa- 
tion in India than do the other two corre- 
spondents. Miss Enright is located in 
Bombay Presidency, where the more than 
forty missionary agencies present a real 
cosmopolitan complexity. Her varied con- 
tacts have made her fully aware of the 
devastations of Modernism, and also of the 
ministry and personal character of Mr. 
Roberts. 

“Whether Mr. Roberts has by any in- 
discretions laid himself open to the epithets 
that have been applied to him, I am unable 
to say. It is not easy to identify oneself 
with a conservative position and escape 
unpleasant epithets. However, the fact of 
Modernism on the Indian field still remains, 
and the seriousness of the situation is not 
at all different from that which we are 
confronting here in our own country.

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A Guide to Prayer for China

HE situation in China demands our 

sympathy, understanding and fer- 

vent prayers. Many of the loyal 

citizens who love their native coun- 
try almost despair because of the present 
trend of things. Many of the Christian 
workers and missionaries feel discouraged 
and need our whole-hearted support in this 
incomparable crisis. Socially, politically, 
intellectually and religiously the old things 
are being discarded and in most instances 
there is nothing new worthy of being called 
a substitute. 

Not only does China in general need our 
prayers, but our Chinese fellow Christians 
need to be remembered as never before. 
There are some two million Christians in 
China, but as they are scattered far and 
wide among the four hundred millions the 


ratio becomes exceedingly small, only one’ 


Christian among hundreds of heathens. In 
these times of trial and persecution, of 
modernism and superficialism, they should 
be objects of our warmest intercession. 
Pray that they may remain loyal to their 
Lord and that in the midst of disturbance 
and persecution they may be led to new 
victories and the Word proclaimed with 
no uncertain sound. 

The native workers need special grace, 
wisdom and power these days. They are 
not only said to be chloroformed by a 
foreign religion and slaves of the mission- 
aries, but are also called “hunting dogs of 
the imperialists” (foreigners) and “traitors 
of their country.” They face many real 
dangers, spiritual as well as temporal. 
Some have been carried off by the wave of 


nationalism and anti-foreignism, but we are 
glad to say that the great bulk are stand- 
ing true. 

As missionaries we would also appreciate 
to be remembered in your petitions. We 
have tied the line of salvation about us 
and gone out upon the tempestuous sea to 
rescue those in danger. We have dared 
to do this because we have the assurance 
that our friends in the homeland are hold- 
ing on to the other end of the line. As 
the storm is breaking in upon us with 
increasing velocity we realize how vitally 
important it is that our friends hold on 
with a steady hand. Our safety and suc- 
cess depend largely upon their attitude. 

The present disturbance in China seems 
to have had an unfavorable effect upon 
the intercessions and contributions for the 
work here. Almost all missions in China 
have made the sad discovery that the in- 
terest in and financial support of the work 
has during the last year or so greatly de- 
creased. We fail to understand why it 
should be thus. How dare we forget our 
fellow workers, missionaries and natives, 
in these times of crisis when they are strug- 
gling against tremendous odds and fight- 
ing a life and death battle? If we ever 
gave liberally, prayed earnestly and held 
on firmly it should be at this time. 

What the future carries for China and 
the work here is not revealed to us, but 
it is not hidden from the Lord of the 
harvest. All that concerns us is to be 
loyal to Him and make the most of the 
opportunities while yet it is called “today.” 

It is surprising and remarkable that in 





spite of all the turmoil and lawlessness 
the 8,000 missionaries who reside in 750 
centers and carry on work in 10,000 dif- 
ferent places in China have to date, with 
but few exceptions, been able to continue 
their work and ministrations to the people 
who are in such dire need of redemption 
and uplift. This is a subject worthy of 
much thanksgiving. The Bible societies 
and the Christian literature societies with- 
out exception, report unsurpassed sales 
during 1926. The cloud although dark has 
its golden edge. 


China’s needs are many and varied but | 


her spiritual need is most urgent and su- 
preme. Therefore pray for China’s mil- 
lions that they may know their day of 
visitation and not reject the light of the 
gospel -so freely given them in almost all 
parts of the ancient kingdom. 

Pray for the Christians throughout this 
vast land and surrounded by suspicion and 
enmity and who are targets of deceptive 
and demoralizing propaganda. 


Pray for the native workers that they | 


may be kept pure and spotless, fit and 
fervent for their great task, “workmen 
that need not be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word.” 

Pray for the missionaries that they may 
not lose but rather take courage, and that 
by the power of the Holy Spirit they may 
always be ready for every good work and 
able to solve the problems that constantly 
arise; in nothing giving offence, but in 
everything “wise as serpents and harmless 
as doves.” 

“Pray without ceasing.” 


The Tuberculosis Prayer League 


By Miss Virginia M. Cosby, Catawba Sanatorium, Va. 


HIS is an appeal from the sick to 

missionaries and Christian workers 

in every land, who are entreated to 

co-operate with the Tuberculosis 
Prayer League by bringing it to the at- 
tention of people that daily prayer may 
be made for a cure for that disease. It is 
suggested that other institutions treating 
tuberculosis be informed of the Prayer 
League and asked to join it. It would be 
well also, if every sanatorium or hospital 
would ring a bell once a day, preferably 
at 11 A. M., as a reminder of united prayer 
for the cure of the disease. 

There is no requirement for membership 
in the league beyond the signing of the 
pledge given herewith, the purpose of the 
pledge being merely to bring out uniform- 
ity of effort and purpose and provide for 
the continuance in prayer until it is changed 
to thanksgiving. 

Tuberculosis menaces the homes of every 
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nation, and causes, it is said, one-third of 
all deaths. Some idea of the magnitude of 
the battle against it may be gathered from 
the fact that representatives of twenty-two 
nations met in Washington last year to 
discuss ways and means of curing it. If 
it is to be conquered it must be done now 
while interest is centered upon it and the 
forces of the nation are combined to fight 
it. 

Can tuberculosis be conquered? Yes, 
but not without God! It is to bring the 
power of fervent united and unceasing 
prayer to the aid of the mighty crusade 
that this call is sent out.

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Visits to Shut-Ins by Moody Radio Workers 


ACH Wednesday morning, from 
ten to half past eleven o'clock, 
shut-in people within the range 
of the W-M-B-I air-wave are 

remembered. The program is quite in- 
formal and made up of songs, poems, 
Scripture readings and other features, de- 
termined by the requests that have come in. 

On a recent Wednesday morning the 
writer listened-in at the studio itself, ob- 
serving on the walls the injunction for 
singers and speakers to render their serv- 
ice in such a way that souls in the invisible 
audience might come to know Christ as 
Saviour. The entire service in the studio 
partook of devotion to the Lord. : 

A quartet sang “Joy to the World,” 
“Some Time We'll Understand,” “No Dis- 
appointments in Heaven,” and other songs 
of trust and anticipation, and several com- 
forting Scripture passages were read by 
request. 

Over telephones Diversey 1570 and 3420 
prayer requests came in to the studio to be 
broadcast and shared by all praying listen- 
ers. These requests were for dear ones 
and came out of homes of sorrow and suf- 
fering. 

That this radio ministry is indeed a 
heart service is indicated by what follows: 

One Wednesday afternoon, the director 
of station W-M-B-I, the announcer, the 
chief operator and the quartet of singers 
started from the Institute to visit shut-ins 
who had expressed the wish that some of 
the radio staff who entertain them during 
the request hour programs on Wednesday 
mornings, should call upon them in their 
homes and sing for them. 

The tour included homes of poverty and 
homes where all the comforts and many 
of the luxuries of life were in evidence. 

In one home a woman badly crippled 
with rheumatism, is in bed. She lives alone 
and has to spend the twenty-four hours of 
every day either in a wheel chair or in bed, 
and since “fighting cats and dogs and 
neighbors” keep her awake in the early 
evening, she sleeps late in the morning and 
was not up when the party arrived. There 
was no fire in the rooms she calls home, so 
those who came to sing “God Will Take 
Care of You,” started to build one. She 
offered instruction and supervision, and a 
fire was soon warming the chilled air. The 
closet held a supply of wood blocks, a 
“Christmas present from the Lord,” said 
this cheerful, buoyant spirit who in bidding 
her callers goodbye, gladdened their hearts 
by saying: “The Lord always sends some- 
one when you need them, doesn’t He?” 

The next shut-in is not so-helpless, is 
cble to get around, though slowly and with 
effort, and is tenderly cared for by a 
daughter. The sunset of her life is near, 
for she is eighty-five years old, but she has 
known for a long time what will be her 
abiding place when the “earthly house of 
this tabernacle” is dissolved, for she looks 
jor that “building of God, an house not 
made with hands, eternal in the heavens.” 
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Told by One of Them 


In another, a beautiful apartment, was a 
woman who has traveled ninety years of 
her earthly pilgrimage, and whose soft ac- 
cent betrayed her mother-tongue. Every 
comfort is hers and she seemed happy and 
contented. The canary by the window ac- 
companied with his lyric treble as the quar- 
tet sang, “Softly and Tenderly Jesus is 
Calling,” beginning with the singers and 
trilling with all his joyous bird heart, then 
hushing the warble and rolling it softly in 
his quivering throat as the voices of the 
singers were hushed and softened. 

Another faithful listener to the W-M- 
B-I programs has been confined to his bed 
since early in the fall, but all his wants are 
supplied and he is sufficiently cared for by 
a nurse. He says the morning family wor- 
ship hour is his delight and he has an earn- 
est desire to come to the studio some day 
for that early morning meeting. 

One fragile little woman greeted her vis- 
itors with smiling face from the bed where 
she has lain for twenty-two years. There 
was no wealth here but the needs of life 
are supplied and are received with thankful 
heart. There is no radio in the home, but 
the friend who is praying that one may be 
provided, asked the group to go and sing 
for the helpless invalid. At the foot of the 
bed in which she must lie day after day, is 
the artist’s conception of the Lad of twelve 
who was so eager to be about His Father’s 
business. On another wall standing out in 
living white letters is a card bearing the 
loving words of our Lord to anxious, fear- 
ful hearts, “Let Not Your Heart Be 
Troubled.” 

Thus far all of those visited had the 
silvered hair of maturer years, but in the 
next home was a very young woman who 
has been ill for a year. This family has re- 
ceived and is living that abundant life 
which Christ came to bestow, and the suf- 
ferer has found her ministry in prayer. 

In this journey through the city various 
sizes and styles of radio sets were to be 
seen, from the cheapest construction to the 
best and most complete apparatus procura- 
ble. In one home while the quartet was 
singing to the shut-in, another member of 
the family was showing the Institute 
operator the radio and the latter became 
so interested in the unusually fine mechan- 
ism that he showed great reluctance to 
leave with the rest of the group. 

One tiny lady has two invalids in her 
care, an extremely deaf woman and an- 
other, eighty-seven years old who has been 
in bed for twenty-seven years. The heart 
of this sufferer seems pitifully hardened. 
She has turned away from God and is sadly 
rebellious in her affliction. The one who 
cares for her said, “I am on the air with 
you early in the morning and late at night. 
I don’t know what I would do without 
W-M-B-I.” Near her radio for ready ref- 
erence, lies the open, much-used Bible of 
this little woman whose ministry of love 
may yet through His, grace be used to melt 
the stony heart of her charge and fill it 


with loving praise for God’s goodness. 


By this time there was opportunity for 
only one more call, so the staff visited the 
“ball lady.’ She has sewn the covers on 
3,300 baseballs. This calls for a special 
needle which she said, when lost, calls forth 
the effort described in the parable of the 
woman and the coin. With the red thread, 
which she thinks of as a life washed in the 
blood of Christ, threading in and out, in 
and out, she knits the cover in place. The 
inside of the ball reminds her of the world, 
made up of sawdust, sweepings, rubbish 
and waste. She says that when the ball is 
all finished it has to go through a heating 
process which shrinks the cover, draws all 
the seams close together, smoothes out all 
wrinkles and blemishes, and is complete—a 
perfect ball. Then the stamp is placed upon 
it—and as she sits and sews she thinks of 
the time when our Lord shall, so to speak, 
“stamp” his own with “blessed of my Fath- 
er,” or “good and faithful servant.” 

All these shut-ins who have radios 
proved by their knowledge of the programs 
that they are good friends of W-M-B-I. 
They begin in the early morning at the 
family worship hour and go through the 
day until the signing off time at night, be- 
ing comforted, inspired and strengthened 
all along the way. 

Some requested prayer for their needs, 
that sight might be retained, that husband 
and children might come to know the Re- 
deemer, and praise was on the lips of all 
for His tender care and rich blessings. 

It seemed to us as we went from place to 
place that these dear people are shut-in 
with God, for they manifest the fruits of 
the Spirit. They have a real ministry in 
suffering and all seem to have learned in 
whatsoever state they are, therewith to be 
content—with simple trust in the God who 
doeth all things well. We went to cheer 
and came away cheered and strengthened 
by their faith, There was a desire in our 
hearts to be more faithful to our Father 
who has dealt so bountifully with us and 
given us health for His work and the priv- 
ilege of thus serving His shut-ins.

THE PROBLEM OF THE COUNTRY 
CHURCH 


The problem, if there be one, is simpler 
than one thinks. The country church does 
not need a pastor to teach the farmers how 
to farm, or how to raise stock; though it 
would be well for him to know the differ- 
ence between a horse and a cow. 

Neither does the country church need to 
be specialized over and petted. We are 
not to tell them of their “inferiority com- 
plexes.” They are not to be set apart and 
a peculiarly trained and gifted young min- 
ister sent to them. 

We venture to say that what the country 
church needs is a pastor to live in the 
country with his people. This is the trouble. 
The lure of the town draws the minister 
away, until the pastorate becomes an “ab- 
sentee pastorate.” How many town 
churches would grow if the pastor lived 
miles away and ran in Sunday morning to 
preach, eat a good dinner, and run home. 
If such were the case, would we not have 
“a town problem” on our hands? If the 
minister will live among his country peo- 
ple, and identify himself with them in 
walk and conversation, he will go far to 
solve any difficulties—Southern Presby- 
tertan. 
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MOTHERS AS ECONOMISTS 


In various states there has been a wide- 
spread agitation in favor of “public aid to 
mothers with dependent children,” rather 
than taking those children from their 
mothers and maintaining them in public 
institutions. The Children’s Bureau at 
Washington has now advanced an argu- 
ment that is the most convincing to the 
American taxpayer that can be advanced 
for his perusal. In 1923, it was found that 
in New York it cost an institution $28.40 a 
month to care for a child, while mothers 
with dependent little folks did splendidly 
on the grant of $15.00 a month made them 
by the state. Beyond this problem of econ- 
omy, is the larger question of the home and 
of the value of that sacred institution 
which is called motherhood, wherein lies 
the hope of nations. There are unworthy 
mothers, and children should not be en- 
trusted to them; but they are not a major- 
ity, and their name is not legion—The 
Presbyterian. 





THE AMERICAN STEWARDSHIP 
RECORD 


A Stewardship Council formed by all 
Protestant agencies in continental United 
States finds that the 23,000,000 persons 
allied with them gave in 1926, $490,700,000 
to maintain and extend religion. They aver- 
aged $21.62 per member, the United Pres- 
byterians giving most of all per member, 
the Reformed church people next, the Epis- 
copalians third. Among those to give the 
least per member were the Disciples of 
Christ, the Baptists of the South and the 
Quakers. The benevolent funds were just 
beyond $92,000,000 and the congregational 
expenses just beyord $372,000,000. <A 
marked growth of the latter expenditure 
during the past five years is noted, while 
benevolences have stood still, in some 
bodies fallen off sharply. . 

If to the $490,700,000 gifts of Protes- 
tants be added the gifts of Jews and Catho- 
lics, the former far larger than ever before, 
the total gifts of American people to the 
cause of religion during 1926 will, it is 
estimated, approach $750,000,000. 

The religious body to give most of all 
is the Methodist, and if South and North 
be counted together, they far outstrip all 
other bodies, with $140,000,000 to their 
credit. The figures for Presbyterians 
South and North, who rank second in gifts, 
are exactly half the Methodist figures. 
Very few people not members of churches, 
or closely allied to them, give any money 
to churches, to be included in these figures, 
while members of churches and synagogues 
are shown to give far more than half of all 
sums contributed to all charitable, educa- 
tional and health causes, and to all forms 
of sick and other relief—Boston Tran- 
script.

hundred being wired—News Bulletin. 





JUDGE COATSWORTH’S CHARGE 


The charge which his Honor Judge | 


Coatsworth addressed to the jury trying 


the case of a man charged with blasphe- | 


mous libel, will be heartily endorsed by the 
overwhelming mass of the people irrespec- 
tive of the religious denomination to which 
they belong. In the midst of much that is 
discouraging today it is distinctly encour- 
aging to have from a distinguished and 
honored member of the judiciary of On- 
tario such a clear and reverent statement 
of the cardinal truths of the Christian re- 
ligion. On the case itself there is no neces- 
sity to comment. The court will deal with 
that. Judge Coatsworth made it plain that 
freedom of speech was not involved when 
he said: 

“We do allow that any person may dis- 
believe in God and the Bible, and may ex- 
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press that belief in language or by writ- 
ing. We insist, however, that in doing so 
the language or writing must be couched in 
respectful terms, such as are appropriate 
in dealing with such a subject as is most 
sacred to nearly every person in our land. 

“When the language or writing is in 
such disrespectful and indecent terms as to 
be resented by and be an offense to all our 
God-fearing people and to outrage their 
feeling: and sense of propriety, then it be- 
comes blasphemy.” 

The right of every man to hold and ex- 
press his own opinions on religion or other 
matters is recognized in this country, but 
when the language of any one, whether 
spoken or written, passes the bounds of 
decency and violates the most sacred con- 
victions of the great mass of the people, 
it is time to call a halt. Judge Coats- 
worth’s brief setting forth of the religious 
basis of our laws and our national life 
will do great good.—Toronto Globe. 





THE CHURCH HAS A FIGHT ON 


The life of the church has always been 
militant. The divine Founder of the 
church stated that He had come not to 
bring peace, but the sword. The battle of 
God’s children against the forces of dark- 
ness will not cease until the Lord Himself 
shall call a halt and shall transport the 
soldiers of the cross to the Church trium- 
phant. 

There is no doubt that just now the 
greatest enemy of the church is the ma- 
terialistic preoccupation which has taken 
hold of the people, augmented by a fever- 
ish pleasure madness. Times have changed 
indeed. The marvelous mechanical inven- 
tions of our age and the astounding contri- 
butions which science has made to human 
society have changed the whole mode of 
life. There are today distractions and 
diversions which our grandparents never 
dreamed of. The automobile, the radio, the 
movies, and other factors have contributed 
to the changed conditions, and various time 
and labor-saving devices in the home have 
provided more leisure than man has ever 
before enjoyed. Astonishing sums are be- 
ing spent in amusements and luxuries. An 
age of restlessness and excitement has come 
upon us which is making the home merely 
a shelter and a place for the most necessary 
rest, and which has intensified to a marked 
degree the difficulties of the church. There 
were days when the activities of the church 
bulked large in the estimation of the people, 
but today there are a thousand and one in- 
terests that compete for the attention also 
of church members. 

What is to be done? A clear and re- 
peated analysis of the sins of the age in 
the light of God’s Word is indeed in order, 
but if the church is to make any progress 
against the tendencies of the age it must 
rouse itself to aggressive activity. A 
merely defensive policy will not stem the 
tide. Let the church move forward ag- 
gressively against the citadels of Satan and 
the sleeping members will be aroused— 
providing they are permitted to take part in 
the campaign. Let the church building be- 
come a workshop of the Lord instead of a 
mere place of more or less diffident wor- 
ship. An aggressive, persistent campaign 
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along missionary lines which has the un- 
churched element in the community as an 
objective will enlist the interest of every 
red-blooded church member as a project 
distinctly worth while. Our task is not a 
hopeless one. But we have a fight on our 
hands. Church work today has ramifica- 
tions which our forefathers never dreamed 
of. Let us meet the duties which new de- 
velopments have thrust upon us. Let us use 
all the weapons at hand in aggressive war- 
fare against the influences that would dis- 
rupt and hinder God’s kingdom.—A merican 
Lutheran.

He said if 
the people want to believe a lie, God will 
leave them to their own choice. There is 
a verse of Scripture, which declares that in 
the last days God will send _ strong 
delusion so that people will believe a lie. 

The monkey-evolution theory in our 
schools, and in some of our seminaries, and 
in some of our pulpits, is a lie, but our 
disciples of Modernism choose to accept 
the lie as a scientific fact. 

This they have a right to do as Amer- 
ican citizens, but folks who object to such 
a heresy being brought into the school 
system, naturally resent having to pay 
taxes to have their children taught irre- 
ligion, especially since they have consented 
to keep religious teaching out of these same 
schools. If it is wrong to teach religion 
in our schools, by what method of reason- 


ing is the teaching of irreligion right? If 


the teaching of false science as science, 
which conflicts with the Bible, is not irre- 
ligion, then what is irreligion? If a hypo- 
thesis which elects to set aside God’s crea-

Bible prophecy 
is being fulfilled under our very nose, and 
yet some folks, professing great knowl- 
edge and wisdom, can’t see it. All one 
need do is to study the Bible and follow 
the dispatches in the daily press. It is not 
only fascinating but infinitely important.—

THE COST OF THE BOOK 
God’s Word is a costly book. There is a 
hint of this in a cablegram from Vienna to 
American newspapers, reporting the sale 


‘to an American of a copy of the earliest 


Gutenberg Bible for the highest price ever 
paid for a book, $275,000. This Bible was 
purchased in September from St. Paul 
Monastery, at Laventhal, and the Austrian 
Government has granted a permit to ex- 
port it to America on payment of a tax of 
$25,000. It now becomes part of Dr. Otto 
H. Vollbehr’s collection of rare books in 
New York City. More than a quarter of 
a million dollars is a high price to pay for 
a book; yet it cost God more than that to 
give the Bible to the world. Even indi- 
vidual writers of the Bible paid more than 
that to have a share in its writing. Moses 
never could have written the Pentateuch, 
or the Ninetieth Psalm, unless he had 
counted “the reproach of Christ greater 
riches than the treasures in Egypt,”—and 
we may be sure that a son of the household 
of a Pharaoh could count his money by the 
millions. Paul never could have written 
his New Testament Epistles unless he had 
counted everything that had been “gain” 
to him as “loss for Christ.” But the cost 
was greatest of all to the Father and the 
Son. There would have been no Bible for 
us unless God had been willing to pay the 
price by giving His only begotten Son; 
and that Son paid, “not . . . cor- 
ruptible things, as silver and gold, . . . 
but . . . the precious blood of Christ.” 
The expensive Gutenberg Bible may some 
day be done away with; but the costly 
“Word of the Lord endureth for ever.”— 
Sunday School Times. 





MORE BIBLES FOR CHINA 


In spite of the extraordinary condition oi 
things in China during 1926, the American 
Bible Society reports the biggest circula- 
tion ever totaled for this year’s work. The 
year’s distribution reached 3,821,393 Bibles, 
Testaments and portions of the Scriptures, 
an increase of close to 100,000 over the 
preceding year. 

One Chinese general ordered over $20,- 
000 worth of Bibles and New Testaments 
and paid for them. The “Million Testa- 
ment” campaign calling for a special cloth 
edition has been cared for by the three 
Bible societies of Scotland, England and 
America. The placing of the large print- 
ing orders caused a flurry in the paper mar- 


ket. One printer alone has turned off his 
press a thousand copies a day for five 
months. 

The present rate of the output of the 
whole agency is thirty-five books a minute, 
China is polyglot. The Bible has been cir- 
culated in twenty-three different languages 
and dialects. 


PASTORS’ SALARIES 

Pastors’ salaries have increased consid- 
erably in the last few years, yet it is 
doubtful whether they have increased in 
proportion to the increased cost of living. 
The meagerness of the salaries paid to a 
large number of ministers is not limited to 
any one denomination. In studying the 
reports of the Virginia Methodist Con- 
ference, in which pastors’ salaries are prob- 
ably as good as in any other section of 
that church, some interesting facts have 
been gathered. In this conference there 
are 193 pastors. Of this number 7 receive 
salaries of from $700 to $900; 66 receive 
from $1,000 to $1,500; 58 from $1,600 to 
$2,000 ; 32 from $2,100 to $2,500; 15 from 
$2,600 to $3,000; 7 from $3,300 to $4,000; 
8 from $4,500 to $5,000. Most of these 
men are provided with parsonages, but still 
it is hard to see how the majority of them 
can live and support a family. There is 
no other class of men that will do the same 
grade of work for as small compensation.

THE EYE OF THE LORD 


Some years ago George Kennan, the fa- 
mous traveler and explorer, in one of a 
series of articles on the Russian exile sys- 
tem for political prisoners, described the 
cells in the Strubatski fortress in which 
such prisoners are first confined. 

In the door of each cell is an opening, 
commanding every portion of the room, 
just large enough for a human eye. At 
any time there eyes may appear, calm and 
inscrutable—nothing but the eye. There 
is no corner in which to hide from it. 
Every act can be observed, every move- 
ment watched, and the effect on the prison- 
er, guilty or not, is a nervous strain under 
which many break completely down. 

“The eye of the Lord is in every place, 
beholding the evil and the good,’ and the 
thought is either terrible or blessed ac- 
cording to our view of God and our atti- 
tude toward Him. If we think of the Al- 
mighty merely as a great Ruler, the King 
of kings, whose chief aim to uphold the 
majesty of His law, watchful for every 
slip, insistent that each shall bear the full- 
est penalty of every act, then no wonder 
if the thought of His all-seeing eye is 
more terrible than the eye of the watcher 
in the Strubatski fortress is to the Rus- 
sion prisoner. But if we rise :o the pre- 
cious truth of the Fatherhood of God, 
then as His children we rejoice to think of 
His eye upon us, for it means comfort, 
protection and help—Lutheran Observer.

Questions: (1) How could Jesus be 
called “the Son of David,” when He was 
not actually related to David through Jo- 
seph? (2) Why is the virgin birth called a 
fundamental doctrine? (3) Do our “syn- 
thetic studies” up to 1 Kings reveal that 
people were becoming more wicked? (4) 
Are not the people of the world at least as 
good today as they ever were? 

Answers: (1) Ancestry is traced back 
through either father or mother; and since 
Mary was a lineal descendant of David, 
Jesus could properly be called “the Son of 
David” through her. (2) Because if Jesus 
were the son of Joseph and Mary by na- 
tural generation, He was simply a human 
being and not “God manifest in the flesh.” 
(3) Good and evil travel side by side. The 
wheat and the tares intermingle. Some- 
times one seems to predominate, and some- 
times the other. Both prophecy and his- 
tory teach that when a dispensation draws 
to a end, it is ripe for judgment. This of 
itself shows that evil finally predominates. 
(4) Probably there are more good people 
in the world today than ever. The preach- 
ing of the gospel has not been in vain. 
But in estimating moral conditions, we must 
look over the entire world, including Asia, 
Africa, and Europe, as well as the United 
States.

Questions: (1) Who are the four and 
twenty elders of Revelation 4:4?

Answers: Great difference of opinion 
prevail among Bible students upon these 
matters. (1) Probably they are the heav- 
enly priesthood, representing all the saints, 
both of the Church of the present age and 
those of the Old Testament. (2) The 
word “beasts” here should be translated 
“living ones.” Probably they “represent the 
attributes of the living God.” (3) The 
martyred souls are thought by some to be 
the Jewish martyrs who will be slain under 
the first four seals, and by others to be 
those of the Old Testament period. 


BAPTISM

Questions: (1) Did Jesus baptize any 
one? John 3:22; 4:2. (2) Cana person be 
saved except by immersion? (3) Is it 
wrung to have social meetings and suppers 
in the church? 

Answers: (1) The second reference is 
explanatory of the first. Jesus did not bap- 
tize with water, but with the Holy Spirit 
(John 1:33). (2) There is no salvation in 
any external rite, but only by being born by 
the Holy Spirit. (3) They have a certain 
value, but the commercial features so 
often associated with them should be 
omit.ed, we think. 





THE LIKENESS OF SINFUL FLESH

Questions: (1) Did Christ possess sin- 
ful flesh? (Rom. 8:3). (2): Is there any 
Old Testament type that prefigures the 
work of Christ after ‘His death and resur- 
rection? 

Answers: (1) When Christ became a 
man He took real “flesh” (John 1:14), but 
it was “in the likeness of the flesh of sin.” 
He experienced our physical limitations and 
temptations but did not yield His body to 
sin for “in him was no sin.” (2) See Ro- 
mans 7. 





KING SOLOMON AGAIN

In our February number we expressed 
our opinion as to the teaching of Scripture 
concerning the salvation of Solomon (page 
300). A reader of our magazine writes 
from Ireland, calling our attention to 2 
Samuel 7:14,15, especially to the latter 
verse—“But my mercy shall not depart 
from him.” In reply, we would say, God 
promised David that He would be a father 
to Solomon, even to the chastising of him 
in case he should commit iniquity. The 
language of these two verses gives us hope 
as to Solomon’s personal salvation, and so, 
also, does Ecclesiastes 12, assuming that he 
is the author of the book. But the “mercy” 
said to be extended to Solomon seems to 
be limited to the perpetuity of his reign, in 
contrast with that of King Saul, who for- 
feited the divine mercy in this respect. 





CHRIST’S LIMITATIONS 
H. B., New York, N.Y. 


Questions: (1) Was the intelligence 
of Christ, while on earth, subject to human 
limitations? (2) Why is the word “recon- 
ciliation” frequently used for “atonement”? 

Answers: (1) As a child, Christ “in- 
creased in wisdom and stature.” When 
He was about to enter upon His public 
ministry, He was baptized with the fulness 
of the Holy Spirit. In Christ dwelt “all the 
fulness of the Godhead bodily,” “In whom 
are hidden all the treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge.” When Christ assumed our 
human nature, He did not cease to be God, 
although He did not always exercise the 
prerogatives of God. Only in respect to one 
thing can we affirm that He had, for the 
time being, limited His knowledge (Matt. 
24:26) and even this passage is doubtful. 
(2) Used only by the careless. The two 
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words are not synonymous. Reconciliation 
to God is possible only because Christ made 
atonement upon the Cross for the sins of 
this world. 


EFFICACY OF THE ATONEMENT 
2. W. M., Amherst, Mass. 

Questions: (1) How could Christ's 
dying save the world? Why was His 
death of more value than the death of a 
missionary or of a physician who gives his 
life in devotion to his work? (2) How do 
Protestants justify divorce? (3) Are we 
to take the Bible literally or figuratively ? 
(4) Is there a special summer course at 
the Institute this year? — 

Answers: (1) In the first place, be- 
cause it satisfies the justice of God. The 
penalty of sin is death-spiritual and eternal, 
as well as physical and temporal. Either 
the sinner himself must suffer the penalty 
or the penalty be justly remitted. Atone- 
ment for sin is a universal law. But from 
the nature of the case’nobody can atone for 
his own sin because the consequences are 
eternal. Only God could provide the rem- 
edy, for He was the offended party. In 
providing a substitute for the sinner, God 
Himself became our substitute by com- 
pletely taking the place of all the sinners in 
the world. Since Christ was both God and 
man He only could perfectly atone for the 
sins of the entire race. (2) Based largely 
upon Matthew 5:32. (3) This depends 
upon the language itself and the connection. 
Ordinarily the Bible is realistic and should 
be so interpreted and taken at its face- 
value. (4) No special course at the Moody 
Bible Institute is announced for this sum- 
mer. 


THE SINLESS HUMANITY OF 
JESUS 
P. B. B., Woodbury, N. J. 

Questions: (1) Since Jesus had a 
human mother, how was He free from the 
taint of inherited sin on His human side? 
(2) Since God knew all things and created 
all things, how do we account for the ex- 
istence-of Satan and sin? (3) How ex- 
plain John 5:16; and (4) John 7:8-10? 
(5) What is meant by the stars falling? 
(Matt. 24:29-30). (6) Was the Lazarus 
whom Jesus raised from the dead the same 
as the Lazarus who lay at the rich man’s 
gate? 

Answers: (1) When the Holy Spirit 
overshadowed Mary a “holy thing” was 
conceived in her womb (Luke 1:35), and a 
special “body” was prepared for Christ 
(Heb. 10:5). Mary was a daughter of 
Adam, but “by this act of the Holy Spirit” 
Jesus was cut off from the fatal inheritance 
of original guilt. This is both a miracle 
and a mystery, as is also the following 
statement by DeVries: “The sanctification 
of Mary’s human nature in the conception 
prevented the conception of the stain, the 
actual defilement of sin, to reach Jesus.” 
(2) While God created both Satan and 
Adam and foreknew that they would sin, 
this fact did not necessitate sin. As free 
moral agents they had the power to choose 








so sinned that he no longer is worthy of 
eternal life, we assume a great responsibil- 
ity if we continue to pray for him. This is 
an extreme case. Ordinarily we are to seek 
life for one who sins. (4) For some reason 
Jesus knew He ought not to accompany the 
family to Jerusalem, but go later and more 
privately. (5) This is to be taken literally, 
but according to some it refers to the fall 
of high dignitaries. (6) Not the same.

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Peter at Pentecost 
Acts 2 
Golden Text:—Repent and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, and ye 
shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
—Acts 2:38. 


I. The Day of Pentecost Fully 
Come (vv. 1-13). 


1. Significance of the Day (v. 1). 

Pentecost is from a Greek word mean- 
ing fifty. It was the feast held fifty days 
after the wave sheaf offering (Lev. 23:16). 


The wave sheaf typifies the resurrection © 


of Christ (1 Cor. 15:20-23). In the Pente- 
costal feast two wave loaves were to be 
offered (Lev. 23:17), typifying the coming 
together of Jews and Gentiles into the one 
body. 

2. The Gift of the Holy Spirit (vv. 
2-4). 

On this day the Holy Spirit descended 
upon the disciples. This does not imply 
that the Spirit was not in the world before 
this, for throughout all the ages He has 
been in the world giving light and life to 
it. It means that from that time forth He 
would work on a new basis, having the 
crucified, risen and ascended Christ to 
present to the world. 

3. Upon Whom the Spirit Came (v.1; 
cf.1:13-15). 

The twelve and others, both men and 
women to the number of one hundred and 
twenty, showing that the gift of the Holy 
Spirit was for all believers, not merely the 
apostles. It is the divine purpose that all 
saved people should be Christ’s witnesses 
in this age. It was for this “promise of 
the Father” that the disciples were to tarry 
at Jerusalem (Luke 24:49). 

4. The Marks of the Spirit (vv. 2-4). 

These marks were external and internal. 

(1) External. 

(a) The sound of a mighty wind (v.2). 
This is suggestive of the mysterious, per- 
vasive and powerful energy of the Spirit. 

(b) The tongues of flame (v.3). Each 
of the one hundred and twenty was 
crowned with such a tongue. Tongues 
show the practical purpose of the Spirit’s 
gift—witnessing. 

(c) Speaking in foreign tongues (v.4). 
This was a temporary endowment for this 
special purpose. This miraculous gift 
characterized the apostolic age, but no 
authentic case has been reported in mod- 
ern times. 

(2) Internal. 

This is seen in the transformation 
wrought in the disciples. Peter, who 
shortly before this, cowered before a Jew- 
ish maid, now with lion boldness stands 
before the chief rulers and declares that 
they had murdered their King, and there- 
fore were guilty before God. 

5. The Effects (vv. 5-13). 
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(1) The multitude were filled with 
amazement and wonder. 

The gift of the Spirit transforms com- 
mon men into men of power and influ- 
ence. The disciples did not speak of them- 
selves, but bore witness of the mighty 
works of God (v.11). 

(2) Some mocked and foolishly at- 
tempted to account for this remarkable oc- 
currence. 

They accused the disciples of being in- 
toxicated. The world today mocks men 
and women who testify in the power of the 
Holy Spirit, sometimes even accusing 
them of being insane. 

II. Peter’s Sermon (vv. 14-47). 

Peter’s sermon is as wonderful as the 
gift of tongues. It demonstrates the 
presence and power of the Spirit because 
he was a Galilean fisherman without liter- 
ary training. His analysis is perfect. He 
begins with a brief defense and scriptural 
explanation of the phenomenon of tongues 
(vv. 14-21). This is followed by a three- 
fold argument to prove the messiahship of 
Jesus (vv. 22-36). The conclusion is an 
appeal to repent and be baptized in the 
name of Jesus. 

1. The Introduction (vv. 14-21). 

(1) Defense of the disciples against 
the charge of being drunk (v.15). 

This he does by citing Jewish custom 
showing that they would not be drunk at 
such an early hour of the day. 

(2) A scriptural explanation. 

He showed that this was a partial ful- 
filment of that which Joel predicted would 
come to pass (vv.16-21; cf. Joel 2:28-32) 
before the messianic judgment, viz., an 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit and the sal- 
vation of all who call upon the name of the 
Lord. 

2. The Proposition, or Theme (v.36). 

This was the messiahship of Jesus. Peter 
showed great mastery of rhetorical skill 
in keeping the formal statement of the 
messiahship in the background until after 
he had marshaled his proofs. The argu- 
ment which followed proved that Jesus 
was the Lord upon whom they were to 
call in order to be saved. 

3. The Argument (vv. 22-36). 
threefold: 

(1) From Christ’s works (v.22). 

He was approved of God among the 
Jews by His miracles, wonders and sigus 
which God did by Him in their midst with 
which they were familiar. 

(2) From His resurrection (vv.23-32). 

The Old Testament Scriptures had fcre- 
told the death and resurrection of Christ 
(Ps.16:8-10). The disciples were living 
witnesses of Christ’s resurrection for they 
had seen and talked with Him and handled 
Him since the resurrection (v.32). 

(3) From His ascension to be on the 
right hand of God (v.32). 

The proof that He had ascended on 
high was the wonderful miracle of the 
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Spirit's ‘operation in their midst; for He 
had said that upon His ascension into 
heaven He would ‘send forth the Spirit. 
The conclusion is that Jesus of Nazareth 
is both Lord and Christ, the one of whom 
Joel prophesied (v.36), and that the Jews. 
are guilty of the awful crime in crucify- 
ing Him. 

4. The Effect of the Sermon (vv. 37- 
42). 

Many people were convicted of their sins, 
some three thousand of whom repented 
and were baptized. The daily life of these 
believers was proof of the Spirit’s gift. 
The evidence that the coming of the Spirit 
is real is that: 

(1) They continued steadfastly in the 
apostolic teaching (v.42). 

(2) They continued in fellowship with 
the apostles (v.42). This fellowship was 
in the Spirit around Christ as the head. 

(3) They continued in prayer (v.42). 
The proof of the indwelling Spirit is the 
life of prayer. 





May 22 
Peter Heals the Lame Man 
Acts 3: 1-4:31 


Golden Text :—Neither is there salvation 
in any other for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men whereby 
we must be saved.—Acts 4:12. 


I. Peter Healing the Lame Man 
(Acts 3:1-10). 

1. The Place (vv. 1, 2). 

It was at the Beautiful Gate, which leads 
from the outer to the inner court of the 
Temple. It was called “Beautiful” because 
of its magnificent bronze doors. This man 
had been placed at the entrance of the place 
of worship where he might receive the sym- 
pathetic attention of worshippers, because 
when one comes close to God he is brought 
closer to his fellowmen. 

2. The Man (v.2). 

This beggar was infirm from his birth. 
He was now more than forty years old 
(4:22) and had brought his ailment with 
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hira into the world. He was a familiar 
figure known by the people for years. When 
he saw Peter and John he asked alms. 

3. The Method (vv.3-8). 

(1) The man’s attention gained (v.4). 

Peter and John commanded him to look 
on them. He asked for money and got 
healing. 

(2) Peter commanded him in the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth to rise and 
walk (v.6). 

This was the very thing he had been un- 
able to do all his life, but with the com- 
mand went the ability to do. 

(3) Peter took him by the right hand 
(v.7). 

This was meant to give impetus to his 
faith—not strength to his ankles. 

4. The Man’s Response (v.8). 

Strength came to his feet and ankle 
bones at once. He stood, he walked, he 
leaped and shouted praises to God. He not 
only thoroughly advertised this miracle 
but ascribed the honor to God and used 
his strength in walking into the house of 
God. 

5. The Effect (vv. 9-11). 

The people were so filled with wonder 
and amazement that they ran together to 
behold this wonderful thing. There could 
be no question as to the genuineness of 
the miracle, for this man had been a famil- 
iar figure for many years. This miracle 
suggests the responsibility of the church in 
the world. 

(1) This helpless beggar had to be car- 
ried to the temple gate. Men and women 
out of Christ are so helpless that they 
need to be brought where the light of God 
can be applied to them. 

(2) Peter taking the man by the hand 
shows the manner of helping the lost. 
Ministers of Christ have something in- 
finitely better to give than gold and silver. 


II. Peter Witnessing before the 
Multitude (2:12-26). 

Though this miracle directed the atten- 
tion of the people to Peter and John, Peter 
seized the opportunity to present Christ 
to the people who had assembled. He told 
them that it was faith in Jesus Christ 
whom God had glorified and whom they 
had deliberately betrayed and crucified that 
had healed this man. He not only showed 
them this fact but charged home upon them 
their awful guilt, for they had denied the 
Holy One and had chosen a murderer in- 
stead. Despite their awful guilt, he ap- 
pealed to them to repent (v.19). Though 
they had done this awful deed God would 
pardon them if they would repent, and as- 
sured them that refreshing seasons would 
come to them when God would send back 
Jesus Christ to the earth to consummate the 
work of redemption. 


Ili. Peter in Prison for Christ’s 
Sake (4:1-4). 

1. The Leaders—Priests and Sadducees 
—in This Persecution (vv. 1, 2). 

The priests were intolerant because these 
new teachers were encroaching upon their 
junctions. Not only that, but they did not 
believe in the resurrection and this was 
a vital part of the apostolic teaching. 

2. The Result (vv. 3, 4). 

Though they were held in bondage by 
chains, Christ continued to work. The 
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number of believers had greatly increased. 


IV. Peter Witnessing before the 
Sanhedrin (4:5-21). 

1. The Inquiry (vv. 5-7). 

This inquiry admitted the reality of the 
miracle but they wanted to know what it 
signified. 

2. Peter’s Answer (vv. 8-12). 

With stinging sarcasm he showed them 
that they were not on trial as evil doers 
but for doing good to the helpless and 
needy man. This showed the absurdity 
of dealing with men as criminals who had 
merely relieved a suffering and helpless 
man of his distress. Since they could not 
deny the miracle, he boldly declared that 
it had been done in the name of Christ, 


but that the only way for them to escape 
God’s judgment was to believe on His 
name, 

3. The Impression upon the Sanhedrin 
(vv. 13-22). 

(1) They marveled (vv. 1-13). 

They were made conscious that they were 
on trial instead of sitting as judges. 

(2) They took knowledge that Peter 
and John had been with Jesus (v.13). 

Though Christ was dead, they saw that 
He was being reproduced in His disciples. 

(3) They forbade them to speak in 
Christ’s name (v.18). 

They could not deny the miracle, nor 
gainsay the accusation brought against 
them, so they attempted intimidation. 
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(4) Peter and John’s reply (vv. 19, 20). 

They expressed their determination to 
obey God rather than men. They thus 
repudiated the authority of the rulers of 
Israel and set the church in a place of in- 
dependence from the Jewish state. 

(5) Their release (v.21). 

Seeing the people were on their side, 
they had no way to punish them. 

V. The Church at Prayer 
23-31). 

As soon as Peter and John were set free, 
they hastened away to the fellow disciples 
and told them their experiences. They 
praised God for deliverance and prayed for 
boldness to speak the Word of God. God 
answered them with the shaking of the 
place and the sending of the Holy Spirit. 


(vv. 
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Peter Undaunted by Persecution 
Acts 5:17-42 

Golden Text:—We ought to obey God 
rather than men.—Acts 5:29. 

The vindication of the house of God 
against the hypocritical act of Ananias 
and Sapphira had a salutary effect upon 
the people. The hypocrites were deterred 
from joining the church, but true-hearted 
men and women were all the more attracted 
to it, even identifying themselves with it. 
So great was the stir in Jerusalem that 
even the sick folk were brought where 
but the shadow of Peter might fall upon 
them. The wondrous news spread to 
neighboring towns and cities causing multi- 
tudés to pour in upon them with their sick 
folk to be healed and even those vexed with 
unclean spirits. 


I. The 
17, 18). 

The marvelous success which accom- 
panied the teaching of the apostles was too 
much for the Sadducees to endure. Their 
jealous wrath was aroused to such an ex- 
tent that they laid the cruel hand of per- 
secution upon these witnesses for Christ. 
This is to be expected. The manifesta- 
tion of God’s power provokes opposition. 
Persecution is bound to follow a vigorous 
testimony for Christ. The Scriptures are 
filled with instances of such hatred. Cain 
was jealous of Abel; Joseph’s brethren 
sold him in slavery because he was the 
favorite of Jacob. Saul was jealous of 
David when the women ascribed greater 
glory to him. It was jealousy that caused 
the elder brother to refuse to go in to the 
joyous festivities of his father over the 
return of the lost son. This Satanic 
spirit is still in the world and sometimes 
breaks out among preachers and Sunday- 
school workers. 


II. The Apostles’ 
liverance (vv. 19-21). 

1. The Lord Sent an Angel to Open 
the Prison and Set the Prisoners Free (v. 
19). 

There are no doors, nor bolts capable 
of shutting out God’s angel. God opens 
the way through them all for His own. 
There is no prison strong enough to hold 
those whom God would have free. 

2. They Were Commanded to Go at 
Once and Speak to the People (v.20). 

It required great courage to do this. 


Apostles in Prison (vv. 
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However, their marvelous deliverance in- 
spired them with confidence that God would 
be with them still. The message they were 
to deliver was the “words of this life.” 
Most likely this means eternal life through 
the death and resurrection of Jesus Christ. 

3. Their Prompt Obedience (v.21). 

By daybreak they were teaching in the 
Temple. 

III. The Apostles Tried (vv. 21- 
32): 

1. The Meeting of the Council (v.21). 

In the early morning the Jewish council 
was convened by the high priest. So grave 
was the situation conceived to be that they 
lost no time in taking counsel. 

2. Their Perplexity (vv. 22-24). 

The officer was sent to bring the prison- 
ers, but lo, when they came to the jail 
it was empty. This news greatly perplexed 
the council. They knew not what might 
be the outcome of the matter. 

3. The Apostles Again Arrested (vv. 
25,26) 

When one came with the news that the 
apostles were teaching in the Temple, offi- 
cers were dispatched to bring them before 
the council. They refrained from the use 
of violence because they feared the people. 
The anger of the people had become so 
aroused that they were ready to stone the 
officers who were persecuting the disciples. 

4. The Apostles Questioned (vv. 27, 28). 

The council demanded of them the reason 
for not heeding the charge which they had 
previously given that they should not teach 
any more in the name of Jesus. This per- 
sistent testimony the officers interpreted as 
an effort to bring the guilt of Jesus’ blood 
upon themselves. It is strange that they 
should object to this when they had said, 
“His blood be upon us and our children” 
(Matt. 27:25). 

5. The Apostle’s Answer (vv. 29-32). 

Peter boldly replied that they were un- 
der obligation to obey God rather than 
men. He further told them that they were 
guilty of the murder of Jesus Christ and 
that God had raised Jesus from the dead 
and exalted Him to be a Prince and 
Saviour to give repentance and remission 
of sins to Israel, and also that He had 
made the apostles, with the Holy Spirit, 
witnesses of these things. Peter strikes at 
their sin and pressed home upon them their 
guilt. When man’s commandments go 
counter to God’s, there is just one thing 
to do—obey God. 


IV. The Result (vv. 33-42). 


1. They Determined to Kill the Apostles 
(v.33). 

Peter’s stinging words cut to the quick 
but their desperate wickedness filled them 
with murderous hatred instead of moving 
them to repentance. Their mind was to 
kill the apostles. They could not answer 
their message, so the only way was to kill 
their accusers. This is always the method 
of wicked men. 

2. Gamaliel’s Counsel (vv. 34-39). 

He advised neutrality, assuring them that 
if it be a work of men it would come to 
nought, but if it be of God they could not 
overthrow it because they would be en- 
gaged in the hopeless task of fighting 
against God. 

3. The Apostles Beaten (v.40). 
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While heeding Gamaliel’s advice, they 
vented their rage by beating the apostles 
and charging them not to speak in Christ's 
name. 

4. The Behavior of the Apostles (vv. 
41, 42). 

They departed with hearts full of joy 
that they were counted worthy to suffer 
for the name of Christ. To suffer for a 
worthy cause is a badge of honor. They 
continued to preach Jesus Christ in public 
and in private. 
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Peter Preaching to Gentiles 
Acts 10:1-11:18 

Golden Text :—For there is no difference 
between the Jew and the Greek: for the 
same Lord over all is rich unto all that 
call upon him.—Romans 10:12. 

The missionary program of the church 
having broadened to include the Samari- 
tans, we see in this lesson it still widening 
and embracing the Gentiles. Intense hatred 
still lingered in the hearts of the Jews 
for the Gentiles. Before the gospel could 
be borne to the “uttermost parts” this bar- 
rier must be removed. This could best be 
done by the high-class Gentile Cornelius 
taking the initiative. Through the con- 
version of Cornelius the “middle wall of 
partition” was broken down (Eph. 2:4). 


I. Cornelius (10:1, 2). 
1. His Official Position (v.1). 


He was a Roman officer over a company 
of 100 soldiers. 


2. His Character (v.2). 

(1) A devout, pious man. 

(2) A praying man. 

(3) A liberal contributor to charity. 


(4) A man respected by his family. It 
is the finest compliment that can be paid 
to a man, to have the respect of his family. 
The Lord chose Cornelius for the transi- 
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tion of the gospel to the Gentiles because 
of his character and position. 


II. The Supernatural Preparation 
for the Transition of the Gospel to the 
Gentiles (10:3-33). 

This was of divine arrangement. No 
barrier is too great to prevent the coming 
together of persons whom the Lord de- 
sires to meet. In order to bring this 
about : 

1. Two Visions Were Given. 

(1) The vision of Cornelius (vv. 3-8). 

While engaged in prayer, an angel of 
God announced that his prayer and alms 
had come before God as a memorial, and 
instructed him to send to Joppa for Peter 
who would tell him what to do. The angel 
told him that Peter lodged with Simon, a 
tanner, to show Cornelius that Peter was 
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not the strictest Jew. The calling of a 
tanner was regarded as unclean by the 
strict Jew, and tanners were commanded 
to dwell apart. Cornelius sent at once for 
Peter. He had the good sense to attend 
at once to what the Lord bade him. 

(2) The Vision of Peter (vv. 9-16). 

This took place while Peter was praying 
(v.9). It was while he was waiting for 
dinner that he was engaged in prayer. He 
saw a certain vessel containing clean and 
unclean animals let down from heaven, 
and heard the command, “Rise, Peter, kill 
and eat.” Peter protested that he had 
never eaten any unclean thing. God re- 
plied, “What God hath cleansed, that call 
not thou common.” This vessel let down 
from heaven and taken back indicated that 
both Jews and Gentiles were accepted on 
high. 

2. A Messenger Sent from Cornelius 
(vv. 17-22). 

Peter was greatly perplexed over what 
he had seen, but not for long, for messen- 
gers from Cornelius made inquiry at the 
gate for him. The Spirit informed Peter 
of the matter, and bade him go, nothing 
doubting. Thus we see that both had been 
prepared for each other by God. 
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3. The Meeting of Cornelius and Peter 
(vv. 23-33). 

(1) Peter took’ six witnesses along (v. 
23). 
He had the good judgment to know that 
on a matter of so great importance, he 
must have witnesses. This was proven at 
the Jerusalem council in the consideration 
of the question of the reception of the 
Gentiles into the church (11:1-18). 

(2) Cornelius waiting for Peter (v. 
24). 

He called together his kinsmen and near 
friends. 

(3) Cornelius about to worship Peter 
(vv. 25, 26). 

Peter repudiated his act and protested 
that he was but a man. 

(4) The reciprocal explanation (vv. 27- 
35). 

Peter explained to him how God had 
taken from him his Jewish prejudice, and 
asked that Cornelius state the purpose of 
his having sent for him. Cornelius ex- 
plains how God had appeared unto him and 
instructed him to send for Peter. 


III. Peter’s Sermon (vv. 34-43). 


1. The Introduction (vv. 34, 35). 

He showed that God is no respecter of 
persons, but that in every nation those who 
fear God and work righteousness are ac- 
cepted of Him. This does not mean that 
Cornelius was already in a state of grace, 
thereby saved, but that he was eligible to 
hear the gospel and accept the terms of sal- 
vation. 

2. His Discourse (vv. 36-43). 

In the discourse he touches briefly upon 
the mission of Jesus, showing that by means 
of His baptism and anointing with the Holy 
Spirit, He was qualified for His work as 
mediator. He then exhibited the work of 
Christ : 

(1) In His life (vv. 36-39). 

It was one of beneficence. He went about 
doing good, even casting out demons as a 
proof that God was with Him (v.38). 

(2) In His death (v.39). 

The just suffered for the unjust that He 
might bring us to God (1 Pet. 3:18). 

(3) In His resurrection (vv. 40, 41). 

God raised him up the third day show- 
ing openly that Christ was His Son (Rom. 
1:4), and that His sacrificial work was 
satisfactory (Rom. 4:25). In this dis- 
course is set forth: 

a. The basis of salvation—the cruci- 
fixion of Christ. 

b. The scope of salvation—whosoever 
believeth in Him. 

c. The method of appropriating salva- 
tion—believing on Him. 


IV. The Holy Spirit Poured Out 
(vv. 44-48). 


This was a new Pentecost. As the gos- 
pel was entering upon its widest embrace, 
the Spirit came in new power. 


V. Peter Vindicates His Ministry 
to the Gentiles (11:1-18). 


Being called to account for visiting and 
eating with Gentiles, Peter rehearsed the 
whole story in such a way that his narra- 
tive took the form of logical argument, 
and showed how God had set His seal 
upon the work by the miraculous gift of 
the Spirit. 
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REMARKABLE CONVERSION OF A 
DISTINGUISHED MOHAMMEDAN 


The story told by a missionary in Per- 
sia has been recently published by the 
Missionary Review of the World, New 
York, from which we quote the following 
excerpts: 

“We have been greatly cheered by the 
appearance of a Paul, a man who seems 
to have been struck with a heavenly vi- 
sion, to which he is not disobedient. Mir 
Jawad needs some introduction to be 
properly understood. He is a Sayyid 
(descendant of the Prophet Mohammed), 
belonging to one of the best families in 
Tabriz. He was educated according to 
the best Moslem traditions, so that he 
has been a professor in a Moslem school 
of theology for several years, and has 
few equals in the mastery of Arabic or 
the Islam code of laws. He is wealthy, 
owning parts of three villages, and hav- 
ing also other sources of income. Know- 
ing these things you can appreciate him 
better. 

“Not more than a month after our first 
meeting, he cast a spell over us by get- 
ting up in a meeting where several Mos- 
lems were present, confessing Jesus 
Christ as his Saviour and calling upon 
the other men there to be fair with their 


consciences and face a decision, join him 


and consecrate themselves to making 
Christ known in Islam. He followed this 
by leading in prayer at our regular 
prayer meeting service three days later. 
Now, by Islamic law, it is possible in ex- 
treme cases to call a man up before court 
and have him take an oath. When news 
of these two things came to official ears, 
Mir Jawad was called before the Court 
of Justice and ordered to take an oath 
on the Koran that he was a Moslem. He 
replied by taking off his Sayyid’s hat, 
producing a copy of the Koran and a 
book of Moslam ethics, and turning them 
over to the court, as he said, ‘I no longer 
wish to be known as a Sayyid or a Mos- 
lem, for I have become a follower of Je- 
sus Christ.’ He left the place, bought a 
new hat, and came right to church, for it 
was Sunday morning. 

“Then things moved fast. Some men 
came to me advising against having any 
communication with the man, for they 
thought a riot was going to follow if the 
fellow persevered in his madness. The 
next day was the first day of mourning 
for the death of Fatima, Mohammed's 
daughter. This mourning lasts three 
days, and consists in huge gangs going 
through the streets, beating themselves 
with chains, other gangs singing weird 
tunes and beating their breasts, while 
some go to other excesses of fanaticism. 
Shortly before noon a man came in to 
tell me that he had just been down in the 
Rasta Bazaar, one of the most crowded 
places in the city, where all the gangs 
pass, and he had seen Mir Jawad get up 
before the gangs and call out, ‘You can- 
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not find salvation this way, salvation 
comes only through Jesus Christ.’ Hear- 
ing this, Rabbi Stephen and I set off to 
find him. As we went down into the Ba- 
zaar and met the gangs shouting with 
hoarse voices and reeking with sweat, 
raising their arms in unison and then 
bringing their open palms down with 
heavy thuds against their bare chests, a 
mass of ignorant fanatics ruling su- 
preme, I confess that I would have been 
scared stiff to stand up and witness for 
Jesus Christ,—and I had nothing to lose 
of either goods or reputation. But this 
one-month-old Christian, with everything 
to lose, had a courage which beggared 
mine. 

“We now traced him for a while, till we 
found he had been taken to the police 
station. He was sent home under guard 
and confined in his own cellar for two 
days. Now began his trials at home, for 
they threatened him by confiscating all 
his wealth, as per the rights of the law of 
apostasy. They would serve his food 
separately, washing all the dishes three 
times so as not to let the contamination 
spread (in truth it pays to be a blas- 
phemer here, for you get your dishes well 
washed at any rate). But these seemed 
to be the least of his worries, and the 
first time he was free he came to the 
church to see us; en route he began 
speaking with some men and read to 
them out of the New Testament. Two 
police caught him, beat him with their 
fists—and Mir Jawad enjoyed the hospi- 
tality of the jail for a day and night. 
The man’s absolute fearlessness has been 
astonishing, for never before in Tabriz 
has there been such a general surprise.” 

We are informed that since the receipt 
of the above communication so much ex- 
citement has been stirred up in Persia 
over the conversion of this outstanding 
man and several friends that the Persian 
Government has made it a matter of pro- 
test to the State Department in Washing- 
ton. Mir Jawad has also been spirited 
away by his family to a village where 
he soon had the people in commotion. 
We may venture to state that the mere 
publishing of this matter constitutes a 
direct challenge to the adversary, and we 
may be assured that all the powers of 
hell will be directed toward the silencing 
of this new witness for the truth. Pray 
for these Moslems who have seen and 
followed the true light, and who are be- 
ing persecuted for righteousness’ sake. 





RAPID DEVELOPMENTS IN 
NIGERIA 


A very interesting letter has just come 
to hand from Mr. E. F. Rice, a former 
student of the Institute, who has been 
laboring in Nigeria, West Africa, for 
twenty-three years, in connection with 
the Sudan Interior Mission. A little 
over two years ago Mr. Rice was led to 
enter into the north part of Nigeria, 


which is under French administration. 
He writes from Zinder as follows: 

“IT am the only missionary in Colonie 
du Niger. I hope I will not be able to 
say this long. I had a companion, but 
he was invalided home last July. Since 
then I have been alone. I am working 
among the Hausa tribe. It is a very 
large tribe, numbering some seven or 
eight million people. A man recently 
visited us who is making a Hausa dic- 
tionary for the British Government, and 
he tells me he has over 30,000 words. 
You can judge from that what a very 
rich language this is. 

“The people are Moslems. I think there 
are about 500,000 who are real pagans, 
and several millions who are only Mos- 
lems in name. The Hausa is much like 
a Jew, making a good living wherever 
he goes. He travels widely and is a 
great trader. Since the coming of the 
white man he has gone south among the 
pagans. It is difficult to find a town 
north of the Niger of any size or impor- 
tance where there are no Hausas. They 
always take their religion with them. 

“Perhaps it might interest you to know 
how this country has been opened up. 
Twenty-two years ago a bicycle was 
quite useless. There were no railways, 
and it took twenty-eight days to get from 
the coast to Kano. Now one can travel 
from the coast to Kano by rail in two 
days. Ten years ago when one left the 
railway at Kano it required from six to 
ten days’ traveling by horse or camel to 
reach Zinder, 150 miles north. Now we 
can cover the distance by motor in from 
twelve to fifteen hours. Motor roads 
have been constructed in every direction, 
and special cars have crossed the Sa- 
hara Desert. An aeroplane was here 
about a month ago. Places are reached 
now by motor car in a day or so that for- 
merly were only reached by days, weeks 
or a month of trekking.” 





UNDER FIRE IN ATENAS, 
COSTA RICA 

The following excerpts have been taken 
from a letter written by the Rev. W. L. 
Thompson, who is associated with the 
Latin America Evangelization Campaign: 

“It is ever to be remembered that in 
these Central and South American re- 
publics the Roman Catholic church is 
everywhere present and that its leaders 
are the greatest opponents of the gospel. 
They are indefatigable in their efforts to 
prevent the gospel from entering the 
hearts of the people. They would not 
hesitate to shed blood that they might 
be successful in their diabolical purpose. 
These very facts are exemplified by our 
recent experiences in Atenas. The first 
evidence of the deceitful working of these 
men came to light several weeks ago 
when it was whispered abroad that an 
attempt was to be made to blow up the 
house of one of our believers with dyna- 
mite. 

“This news was somewhat of a shock 
to us and for the moment we were non- 
plussed. However, we notified the police 
of the plot, and needless to say what 
might have been a fatality was averted 
by their ready intervention. More re- 
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cently still, two bands of men from two 
of the outlying districts of Atenas entered 
into a contract to inflict bodily punish- 
ment upon the workers and force them 
out of the town. This, I have not the 
slightest doubt, was at the instigation of 
the priest and the doctor. Last week 
we went to the market to conduct our 
service in the open air. For a time 
things progressed very favorably. Per- 
sonally, I thought we would be immune 
from any unpleasant experiences. We 
had sung three hymns, had prayer, and 
Mr. Strachan had spoken for several 
minutes to a comparatively well-behaved 
audience, when the Roman Catholic doc- 
tor came on the scene. At once he en- 
tered into an excited conversation with 
a group of men. This number increased 
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until before long there was around him 
a crowd of about fifty, then suddenly at 
his instigation they shouted at the top 
of their voices, ‘Long live King Jesus! 
Long live King Jesus!’ This they did 
repeatedly, so that it was absolutely im- 
possible for Mr. Strachan to continue. 
We sang a hymn or two, but to no avail. 
At each successive cry the mob became 
more infuriated and very threateningly 
pressed closer to us. The chief of police 
with four officers were there, and it was 
with great difficulty that they kept the 
crowd from rushing upon us. Realizing the 
seriousness of the situation, the chief 
asked us if we were not going to close 
the service. This we decided was the 
wiser course to pursue. As we were re- 
tiring from the place of meeting the 
crowd began to follow us. But the po- 
lice, now fully determined to enforce 
order, formed a line between us and the 
people, and with machetes drawn pre- 
vented them from passing. 

“The battle is not over. It has only just 
begun. And your prayers are coveted 
that those who ‘neither go in themselves. 
nor suffer those that are entering to go 
in,’ may be justly dealt with, and that 
many of these oppressed souls may find 
light and liberty in the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

We quote herewith portions of an edi- 
torial published in the El Correo Na- 
cional, which is a fair specimen of the 
priest-inspired propaganda that seeks to 
prejudice the minds of the common peo- 
ple against the gospel. 

“The news we have received that Prot- 
estant missionaries are upsetting the tra- 
ditional peace and tranquility of Costa 
Rica does not surprise us. For some time 
back Spanish America has been invaded 
by North American Protestant mission- 
aries who style themselves ‘The Latin 
America Evangelization Campaign.’ The 
very name of this Mission is offensive 
to Spanish America and to our Mother 
country, Spain, because, in the first place, 
they look upon us as Indians, and sec- 
ondly, they consider void the work of 
civilization and evangelization done in 
America by Spain. 

“But what are the intentions of these 
Protestant missions which at this time 
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of day come to Christianize the Spanish 
American countriés that have been Chris- 
tian for the last four hundred years? 
Everything induces us to believe that 
the principal mission of these Yankee 
Protestants, with their Protestant Eng- 
lish schools, is the North Americaniza- 
tion of Spanish America. This proves 
that these missions are not animated by 
the good intention of Christianizing. 
What they seek is to foment discord and 
sow tares between Spanish American 
peoples to destroy them, and, afterward, 
let the North American warships and ma- 
rines come and trample under foot our 
sovereign rights, under the pretext of 
protecting the interests of North Amer- 
ican citizens.” 





THE CHURCH’S INFLUENCE IN 
JAPAN 

From a communication by the Rev. J. | 
D. Meyers, of the Southern Methodist 
Episcopal Mission: 

“The influence of the small Christian 
church in Japan is far beyond its size. 
Returning to Japan after an absence of 
eighteen months in the United States, we 
notice many forward steps. Particularly 
has a great change come over this peo- 
ple in their attitude toward the licensed 
system of prostitution, which a short time 
ago seemed to be strongly entrenched in 
the nation. Today the people speak of 
this as slavery (which it is), and there 
is a great cry throughout Japan to drive 
it out. And it looks as if it will surely 
go. This has been brought about through 
the influence of the Salvation Army, the 
W. C. T. U., and the church. 

“Another forward step is shown in the 
new law recently passed forbidding 
drinking by minors. It is probable that 
never again in Japan will one see such 
a sight as we witnessed a few years ago, 
when people on a railway train were 
feeding sako (which is nearly twenty 
per cent alcohol) to an eighteen months 
old child on the ground that it would 
not be satisfied with anything else. 

“The native church has moved quite 
far toward financial independence during 
the past few years. In the Japan Meth- 
odist church the number of self-support- 
ing churches has increased, and those 
that still must be aided have caught the 
vision and are doing much more than 
formerly. The Board of Missions of the 
Japan Methodist church has declared its 
ability to get along without further sub- 
sidy for the work under the care of the 
American mission boards. Of course, 
there is still a large work which the mis- 
sions are carrying on, and must carry on, 
if we are interested in the establishment 
of the kingdom here. But the progress 
shown by the native church is admirable, 
and its effect is shown on the churches 
under the care of the missions.”

“WHILE GOD IS GOD TO ME” 


My God shall supply all your need, ac- 
cording to his riches in glory by Christ 
Jesus—Phil. 4:19. 

This verse seems constructed upon a 
series of contrasts, of which there are four. 

1. Paul appears to say, “You, my Philip- 
pian friends, have sent help to me; my God 
shall supply you.” 

It was an impressive, personal experience 
which enabled Paul to write, “My God.” 
He had had close dealings with God, he 
had received such tokens of His care that 
no other word could quite tell all he felt, 
but this personal word “my.” Paul’s God 
was the God of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Through Christ’s words and example he 
had come to a comfortable understanding 
of Christ’s surpassing word, “Father.” Ex- 
perience had made Paul greatly daring as 
he looked up to God. He could not only 
trust for himself, but for his friends also. 

2. “You,” he seems further to say, “have 
helped me in some of my needs; my God 
shall supply all yours.” 

Paul, with calm assurance, wrote “Shall 
supply all your need.” Their needs, like 
ours, would be very varied—needs that 
would recur every day, and sometimes 
many times a day, and needs that would 
increase with the increasing years. Before 
them all, as they seemed to lie out before 
the mind of the apostle, he wrote the 
happy, strong assurance, “Shall supply all 
your need.” 

Let us get well hold of that word “your.” 
It is important. These Philippians were 
generous, genuine believers, and possibly 
this assurance does not go beyond such. 

3. “You have supplied my need out of 
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your scanty store; my God shall supply 
you ‘according to his riches in glory.” 

Not according to the riches of His grace, 
or the riches of His wisdom, but according 
to His riches in glory whence flows the 
wealth of creation in idea, in variety and 
in power. He surely does well whio fixes 
his eyes of expectation upon God, and waits 
only before Him. 

4. “You have sent by Epaphroditus; God 
shall supply all your need by Christ Jesus.” 

When we read this verse we are in dan- 
ger of passing over these last three words 
as unimportant. Because of this tendency 


in us, let us underline them in order to 
make them stand out in our memory. Dur- 
ing his errand in Rome, Epaphroditus had 
fallen ill and had longed for home; so 
much so, that at length, although Paul 
could ill spare him, he left the apostle and 
departed for Philippi. No change or chance 
falls on God’s great messenger. “He is the 
same yesterday, today and for ever.” “He 
remaineth.” 

We need to make much of Jesus alike in 
our salvation and in all manner of supplies, 
for “in him all fullness dwells.”—Henry 
Oakley in North Africa.

Appearing first in 
1910, the volume has gone through the 
press with various revisions nearly thirty 
times. This is a thoroughly scientific dis- 
cussion of the causes of those weaknesses 
and decays that characterize old age, and 
an equally scientific discussion of how the 
functions of the various organs and glands 
may be so regulated as to insure the con- 
tinuance of normal health and vigor to well 
advanced years.

The Mosaic Law in the Light of 
Mode.n Science, by Thomas H. Nel- 
son. 

The attempt of the author in this book 
is to show that the law given by Moses 
was entirely a_ scientific treatise. The 
author claims to have spent thirty years of 
original research on scientific lines for con- 
firmation of the truth and authority of 
scriptural inspiration. The present re- 
viewer is in thorough accord with this 
principle and has found delight in much 
that the author has said, but regrets the 
necessity of calling attention to certain ob- 
jectionable features. In some instances he 
has pressed the scientific claim for har- 
mony so far that the miraculous element is 
weakened. As examples of objectionable 
features the following may be named: 

Page 86—“Man is a compound of dust 
and deity; of soil and soul; of mud and 
morality.” 

Page 94—“The God within us answers to 
the God without.” 

Page 100—“Surely, in the mystery and 
miracle of human life God Himself stands 
ever revealed and His mystery and miracle 
of grace is continued in recreation every 
day.” 

Page 108—“We might even say with 
much accuracy that Moses was the world’s 
original electrician and manufacturer of a 
novel Leyden jar, or unique static dynamo.” 

These examples will indicate the ten- 
dency of the author. It is not true that 
man is a compound of dust and deity. 
When God formed man’s body out of the 
dust of the ground and breathed into his 
nostrils the breath of life, we understand 
that God created the immaterial part of 
the man to inhabit his body. But even

Visions of the Spiritual World, by 
Sadhu Sundar Singh. 

This book presents a most puzzling prob- 
lem, both in a general way, and in respect 
to its details. The question may perhaps 
be fittingly raised as to whether the West 
is capable and competent to judge the 
Orient in respect to spiritual matters. 
Sundar Singh, a man well known for his 
strong Christian faith and exemplary char- 
acter, is the product of a civilization and 
culture totally different from ours that 
breathes an atmosphere of mysticism and 
attaches supreme importance to dreams 
and visions. Any missionary to the Orient 
knows quite well that the contact with the 
spiritual or superhuman realm seems much 
more direct and commonplace there than in 
any of our western countries. May we not 
be mistaken in supposing that the Chris- 
tian church in western lands enjoys the 
fullest possible degree of spiritual inter- 
course? Are we warranted in assuming 
that our experience represents the high- 
est and fullest realization of spiritual reali- 
ties possible? The East regards us as 
materialistic, of the earth earthy, and dull 
The devout 
reader of the New Testament must agree 
that their estimate of us is largely cor- 
rect. 

But we are deeply puzzled, because Sun- 
dar Singh ventures to speak of repeated 
visions of the heavenlies, including most 
detailed descriptions, and various conver- 
sations with angels and departed saints, 
with such ingenuousness and naturalness 
as though these were quite ordinary and 
commonplace. We recall that though the 
apostle Paul was granted the rare privilege 
of being caught up to the third heaven and 
into paradise, his only reference to these 
experiences was that he had “heard un- 
speakable words, which it is not lawful for 
a man to utter.” 

After making all due allowance for the 
tendencies of the Indian mind, and the evi- 
dent spiritual atmosphere in which Sundar 
Singh habitually lives, we are still left in 
a deep quandary from the fact that so 
much of his purported disclosures appear 
at direct variance with the teaching of 
Holy Scripture. For instance, he repre- 
sents the departed as going to an inter- 
mediary place, where opportunity is af- 
forded for the impenitent to reconsider 
their decision, and for the idolater and 
the unbeliever to get a vision of God that 
would tend to change their hearts and lead 
them to alter their destiny from darkness 
to light. Again, Sundar Singh tells us that 
in a vision he witnessed the entry of a 
certain murderer into the spirit world, who 
was in due time confronted by the spirit 
of the man whom he had cruelly murdered. 
The former victim is reported as admon- 
ishing his murderer with the following 
words: “You should truly repent, and turn 
to God, for if you do there is hope that the 
Lamb of God will wash you in His own 
blood and give you new life that you may 
live with us in heaven and be saved from 
the torment of hell.” Again, the Sadhu

It is also possible to purchase a complete’ 
“A” and “B” battery unit with a trickle 
charger all enclosed in one container) 
The “B” supply is secured through @ 
rectifier and filter. The unit contains 
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smali capacity lead acid cell for furnishing 
the filament: supply. A trickle charger is 
used for charging the “A” battery. When 
the switch on the unit is turned to the 

“off” position, the “A” battery is receiving 
a small trickle charge. When the switch 
is turned to the “on” position, the “A” 
battery is connected to the filaments on the 
receiver, the charger is disconnected, and 
the 110 volt light circuit is connected to 
the plate supply eliminator. 

When purchasing any type of a battery 
eliminator, it is very important to know 
the kind of electricity that is furnished 
to the lighting circuit. Alternating current 
of 110 volts at 60 cycles is commonly used 
throughout this country, but before making 
a purchase, inquire at the electric com- 
pany’s office. Most eliminators are de- 
signed for use with alternating current. A 
good “B” battery eliminator should last 
for years, and the cost of operating is 
very small.
